No  public  forest  reservation  shall  be  established,  except  to  improve 
and  protect  the  forest  within  the  reservation,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  favorable  conditions  of  water  flows,  and  to  furnish  a  con- 
tinuous supply  of  timber  for  the  use  and  necessities  of  citizens  of  the 
United  States. 

Creation  by  proclamation.

Sec.  24.  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  from  time 
to  time,  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having  pub- 
lic land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of  the  public  lands  wholly  or 
in  part  covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial 
value  or  not,  as  public  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by 
public  proclamation,  declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations 
and  the  limits  thereof.

Restrictions  on  proclamations. 

Act  of  March  4,  1907  (34  Stat  1271)  ;  August  34,  1912  (37  Stat.  497)  ;  June  15, 
1926   (44  Stat.  745)  ;  sees.  471,  471a,  title  16,  U.   S.  C. 

Hereafter  no  forest  reserve  shall  be  created,  nor  shall  any  additions 
be  made  to  one  heretofore  created  within  the  limits  of  the  States  of 
Oregon,  Washington,  Idaho,  Montana,  Colorado,  Wyoming,  Cali- 
fornia, Arizona,  or  New  Mexico,  except  by  act  of  Congress. 

Authority  to  modify  proclamations. 

Act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  34,  36)  ;  sec.  473,  title  16,  U.  S.  G. 

*  *  *  To  remove  any  doubt  which  may  exist  pertaining  to  the 
authority  of  the  President  thereunto  [in  regard  to  the  national 
forests],  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  revoke,  modify,  or  suspend  any  and  all  such 
Executive  orders  and  proclamations,  or  any  part  thereof,  from  time 
to  time  as  he  shall  deem  best  for  the  public  interests.  *  *  *  The 
President  is  hereby  authorized  at  any  time  to  modify  any  Executive 
order  that  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  made  establishing  any 
forest  reserve,  and  by  such  modification  may  reduce  the  area  or 
change  the  boundary  lines  of  such  reserve,  or  may  vacate  altogether 
any  order  creating  such  reserve. 

Creation  by  purchase. 

Act  of  March  1,  1911  (36  Stat.  961)  ;  June  7,  1924   (43  Stat.  654)  ;  sees.  515, 
516,  title  16,  U.  S.  C,  act  of  March  3,  1931  (46  Stat.  1516),  as  to  Porto  Rico 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  to  purchase, 
in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  such  lands  as  have  been  approved 
for  purchase  by  the  National  Forest  Keservation  Commission  at  the 
price  or  prices  fixed  by  said  commission :  Provided,  That  no  deed  or 
other  instrument  of  conveyance  shall  be  accepted  or  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  this  act  until  the  legislature  of  the 
State  in  which  the  land  lies  shall  have  consented  to  the  acquisition 
of  such  land  by  the  United  States  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the 
navigability  of  navigable  streams. 

That,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  last  preceding  section, 
the  lands  acquired  under  this  act  shall  be  permanently  reserved, 
held,  and  administered  as  national  forest  lands  under  the  provisions 
of  section  twenty-four  of  the  act  approved  March  third,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-one  (26  Stat.  1103),  and  acts  supplemental  to 
and  amendatory  thereof.  And  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may 
from  time  to  time  divide  the  lands  acquired  under  this  act  into  such 
specific  national  forests  and  so  designate  the  same  as  he  may  deem 
best  for  administrative  purposes. 

That  section  6  of  the  act  of  March  1,  1911  (36  Stat,  961),  is  hereby 
amended  to  authorize  and  direct  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
examine,  locate,  and  recommend  for  purchase  such  forested,  cut-over 
or  denuded  lands  within  the  watersheds  of  navigable  streams  as  in 
his  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  the  regulation  of  the  flow  of 
navigable  streams  or  for  the  production  of  timber  and  to  report  to 
the  National  Forest  Reservation   Commission  the  results   of  such 


examination;  but  before  any  lands  are  purchased  by  the  commission 
said  lands  shall  be  examined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey,  and  a  report 
made  by  them  to  the  commission  showing  that  the  control  of  such 
lands  by  the  Federal  Government  will  promote  or  protect  the  navi- 
gation of  streams  or  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  showing  that 
such  control  will  promote  the  production  of  timber  thereon. 

Act  of  March  1,  1911  (36  Stat.  961)  ;  sec.  517,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  do  all  things  necessary 
to  secure  the  safe  title  in  the  United  States  to  the  lands  to  be 
acquired  under  this  act,  but  no  payment  shall  be  made  for  any  such 
lands  until  the  title  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Attorney  General 
and  shall  be  vested  in  the  United  States. 

Act  of  March  3,  1925  (43  Stat.  1133)  ;  sec.  555,  title  16,  U.  S.  0. 

That  where  no  suitable  Government  land  is  available  for  national 
forest  headquarters  or  ranger  stations,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
is  hereby  authorized  to  purchase  such  lands  out  of  any  funds  appro- 
priated for  building  improvements  on  the  national  forests,  but  not 
more  than  $2,500  shall  be  so  expended  in  any  one  year ;  and  to  accept 
donations  of  land  for  any  na.tional  forest  purpose. 

Creation  by  donations. 

Act  of  June  7,  1924   (43  Stat.  654)  ;  sec.  569,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

That  to  enable  owners  of  lands  chiefly  valuable  for  the  growing 
of  timber  crops  to  donate  or  devise  such  lands  to  the  United  States 
in  order  to  assure  future  timber  supplies  for  the  agricultural  and 
other  industries  of  the  State  or  for  other  national  forest  purposes, 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized,  in  his  discretion, 
to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  title  to  any  such  land  so 
donated  or  devised,  subject  to  such  reservations  by  the  donor  of  the 
present  stand  of  merchantable  timber  or  of  mineral  or  other  rights 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  twenty  years  as  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture may  find  to  be  reasonable  and  not  detrimental  to  the  purposes 
of  this  section,  and  to  pay  out  of  any  moneys  appropriated  for  the 
general  expenses  of  the  Forest  Service  the  cost  of  recording  deeds 
or  other  expenses  incident  to  the  examination  and  acceptance  of  title. 
Any  lands  to  which  title  is  so  accepted  shall  be  in  units  of  such  size 
or  so  located  as  to  be  capable  of  economical  administration  as 
national  forests  either  separately  or  jointly  with  other  lands  acquired 
under  this  section,  or  jointly  with  an  existing  national  forest.  All 
lands  to  which  title  is  accepted  under  this  section  shall,  upon  ac- 
ceptance of  title,  become  national  forest  lands,  subject  to  all  laws 
applicable  to  lands  acquired  under  the  act  of  March  1,  1911  (36  Stat. 
961 ) ,  and  amendments  thereto.  In  the  sale  of  timber  from  national 
forest  lands  acquired  under  this  section  preference  shall  be  given  to 
applicants  who  will  furnish  the  products  desired  therefrom  to  meet 
the  necessities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  engaged  in  agriculture 
in  the  States  in  which  such  national  forest  is  situated:  Provided, 
That  all  property,  rights,  easements,  and  benefits  authorized  by  this 


section  to  be  retained  by  or  reserved  to  owners  of  lands  donated  or 
devised  to  the  United  States  shall  be  subject  to  the  tax  laws  of  the 
States  where  such  lands  are  located.  (See  also  sec.  555,  title  16,  U.  S. 
Code  above.) 

Creation  by  exchanges. 

Act  of  March  20,  1922  (42  Stat.  465)  ;  sec.  485,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

That,  when  the  public  interests  will  be  benefited  thereby,  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  in  his  discretion 
to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  title  to  any  lands  within 
exterior  boundaries  of  the  national  forests  which,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  are  chiefly  valuable  for  national  forest 
purposes,  and  in  exchange  therefor  may  patent  not  to  exceed  an 
equal  value  of  such  national  forest  land,  in  the  same  State,  surveyed 
and  nonmineral  in  character,  or  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may 
authorize  the  grantor  to  cut  and  remove  an  equal  value  of  timber 
within  the  national  forests  of  the  same  State;  the  values  in  each 
case  to  be  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture:  Provided, 
That  before  any  such  exchange  is  effected  notice  of  the  contemplated 
exchange  reciting  the  lands  involved  shall  be  published  once  each 
week  for  four  successive  weeks  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circu- 
lation in  the  county  or  counties  in  which  may  be  situated  the  lands 
to  be  accepted,  and  in  some  like  newspaper  published  in  any  county 
in  which  may  be  situated  any  lands  or  timber  to  be  given  in  such 
exchange.  Timber  given  in  such  exchange  shall  be  cut  and  removed 
under  the  laws  and  regulations  relating  to  the  national  forests,  and 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  and  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Lands  conveyed  to 
the  United  States  under  this  act  shall,  upon  acceptance  of  title, 
become  parts  of  the  national  forest  within  whose  exterior  boundaries 
the}^  are  located. 

Act  of  February  28,  1925  (43  Stat.  1090)  ;  sec.  486,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

Either  party  to  an  exchange  may  make  reservations  of  timber, 
minerals,  or  easements,  the  values  of  which  shall  be  duly  considered 
in  determining  the  values  of  the  exchanged  lands.  Where  reserva- 
tions are  made  in  lands  conveyed  to  the  United  States  the  right  to 
enjoy  them  shall  be  subject  to  such  reasonable  conditions  respecting 
ingress  and  egress  and  the  use  of  the  surface  of  the  land  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture;  where  mineral 
reservations  are  made  in  lands  conveyed  by  the  United  States  it 
shall  be  so  stipulated  in  the  patents,  and  that  any  person  who  acquires 
the  right  to  mine  and  remove  the  reserved  deposits  may  enter  and 
occupy  so  much  of  the  surface  as  may  be  required  for  all  purposes 
incident  to  the  mining  and  removal  of  the  minerals  therefrom,  and 
may  mine  and  remove  such  minerals  upon  payment  to  the  owner 
of  the  surface  for  damages  caused  to  the  land  and  improvements 
thereon :  Provided,  That  all  property,  rights,  easements,  and  benefits 
authorized  by  this  section  to  be  retained  by  or  reserved  to  owners  of 
lands  conveyed  to  the  United  States  shall  be  subject  to  the  tax  laws 
of  the  States  where  such  lands  are  located. 


Act  of  March  3,  1925  (43  Stat.  1215)  ;  sec.  516,  title  16,  U.  S.  O. 

Provided  further,  That  with  the  approval  of  the  National  Forest 
Reservation  Commission  as  provided  by  sections  6  and  7  of  this  act, 
and  when  the  public  interests  will  be  benefited  thereby,  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized,  in  his  discretion, 
to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  title  to  any  lands  within 
the  exterior  boundaries  of  national  forests  acquired  under  this  act 
which,  in  his  opinion,  are  chiefly  valuable  for  the  purposes  of  this 
act,  and  in  exchange  therefor  to  convey  by  deed  not  to  exceed  an 
equal  value  of  such  national  forest  land  in  the  same  State,  or  he 
may  authorize  the  grantor  to  cut  and  remove  an  equal  value  of 
timber  within  such  national  forests  in  the  same  State,  the  values 
in  each  case  to  be  determined  by  him:  And  provided  further,  That 
before  any  such  exchange  is  effected  notice  of  the  contemplated 
exchange  reciting  the  lands  involved  shall  be  published  once  each 
week  for  four  successive  weeks  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circu- 
lation in  the  county  or  counties  in  which  may  be  situated  the  lands 
to  be  accepted,  and  in  some  like  newspaper  published  in  any  county 
in  which  may  be  situated  any  lands  or  timber  to  be  given  in  such 
exchange.  Timber  given  in  such  exchanges  shall  be  cut  and  removed 
under  the  laws  and  regulations  relating  to  such  national  forests, 
and  under  the  direction  and  supervision  and  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Lands  so  accepted  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall,  upon  acceptance,  become  parts  of 
the  national  forests  within  whose  exterior  boundaries  they  are  located, 
and  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Cooperation  with  States — Fulmer  Act. 

Act  of  August  29,  1935  (49  Stat.  963)  ;  sec.  567,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

To  authorize  cooperation  with  the  several  States  for  the  purpose  of  stimulating 
the  acquisition,  development,  and  proper  administration  and  management  of 
State  forests  and  coordinating  Federal  and  State  activities  in  carrying  out  a 
national  program  of  forest-land  management,  and  for  other  purposes. 

That  for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  the  acquisition,  development, 
and  proper  administration  and  management  of  State  forests  and  of 
insuring  coordinated  effort  by  Federal  and  State  agencies  in  carrying 
out  a  comprehensive  national  program  of  forest-land  management, 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  coop- 
erative agreements  with  appropriate  officials  of  any  State  or  States 
for  acquiring  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise, such  forest  lands  within  the  cooperating  State  as  in  his  judg- 
ment the  State  is  adequately  prepared  to  administer,  develop,  and 
manage  as  State  forests  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
and  with  such  other  terms  not  inconsistent  therewith  as  he  shall  pre- 
scribe, such  acquisition  to  include  the  mapping,  examination,  ap- 
praisal, and  surveying  of  such  lands  and  the  doing  of  all  things  nec- 
essary to  perfect  title  thereto  in  the  United  States :  Provided,  That, 
since  it  is  the  declared  policy  of  Congress  to  maintain  and,  where  it  is 
in  the  national  interest  to  extend  the  national-forest  system,  nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  to  modify,  limit,  or  change  in  any  manner 
whatsoever  the  future  owership  and  administration  by  the  United 


States  of  existing  national  forests  and  related  facilities,  or  hereafter 
to  restrict  or  prevent  their  extension  through  the  acquisition  by  pur- 
chase or  otherwise  of  additional  lands  for  any  national-forest  pur- 
pose :  Provided  further,  That  this  Act  shall  not  be  construed  to  limit 
or  repeal  any  legislation  authorizing  land  exchanges  by  the  Federal 
Government,  and  private  lands  acquired  by  exchange  within  the 
limits  of  any  area  subject  to  a  cooperative  agreement  of  the  charac- 
ter herein  authorized  shall  hereafter  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Act. 

Sec.  2.  No  cooperative  agreement  shall  be  entered  into  or  con- 
tinued in  force  under  the  authority  of  this  Act  or  any  land  acquired 
hereunder  turned  over  to  the  cooperating  State  for  administration, 
development,  and  management  unless  the  State  concerned,  as  a  con- 
sideration for  the  benefits  extended  to  it  thereunder,  complies  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  with  the  follow- 
ing conditions  and  requirements  which  shall  constitute  a  part  of 
every  such  agreement: 

(a)  In  order  to  reduce  the  need  for  public  expenditures  in  the 
acquisition  of  lands  which  may  be  brought  into  public  ownership 
through  the  enforcement  of  appropriate  tax  delinquency  laws,  and, 
by  bringing  about  the  handling  of  such  lands  upon  a  sound  social 
and  economic  basis,  to  terminate  a  system  of  indeterminate  and 
unsound  ownership  injurious  to  the  private  and  public  interest  alike, 
no  additional  lands  shall  be  acquired  within  any  State  by  the  United 
States  under  this  Act  after  June  30,  1942,  unless  the  State  concerned 
has  prior  thereto  provided  by  law  for  the  reversion  of  title  to  the 
State  or  a  political  unit  thereof  of  tax-delinquent  lands  and  for  block- 
ing into  State  or  other  public  forests  the  areas  which  are  more  suit- 
able for  public  than  private  ownership,  and  which  in  the  public 
interest  should  be  devoted  primarily  to  the  production  of  timber 
crops  and/or  the  maintenance  of  forests  for  watershed  protection, 
and  for  the  enforcement  of  such  law :  Provided,  That  in  the  admin- 
istration of  this  Act  prior  to  June  30,  1942,  preference  will  be  given 
to  States  applying  for  cooperation  hereunder  which  provide  by  law 
for  such  reversion  of  title  under  tax  delinquency  laws. 

(b)  In  order  to  insure  a  stable  and  efficient  organization  for  the 
development  and  administration  of  the  lands  acquired  under  this 
Act,  the  State  shall  provide  for  the  employment  of  a  State  forester, 
who  shall  be  a  trained  forester  of  recognized  standing. 

(c)  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the  appropriate  authorities 
of  each  cooperating  State  shall  work  out  a  mutually  satisfactory  plan 
defining  forest  areas  within  the  State  which  can  be  most  effectively 
and  economically  administered  by  said  State,  which  plan  shall  con- 
stitute a  part  of  the  cooperative  agreement  between  the  United 
States  and  the  State  concerned :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  shall 
be  held  to  prevent  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  from  later  agreeing 
with  the  proper  State  authorities  to  desirable  modifications  in  such 
plan. 

(d)  No  payment  of  Federal  funds  shall  be  made  for  land  selected 
for  purchase  by  the  United  States  under  this  Act  until  such  proposed 
purchase  has  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  National  Forest 
Reservation  Commission  created  by  section  4  of  the  Act  approved 
March  1, 1911  (36  Stat.  9661;  U.  S.  C,  title  16,  sec.  513). 


(e)  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  National  Forest  Reservation 
Commission,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  pay  out 
of  any  available  money  appropriated  for  carrying  out  the  purposes 
of  this  Act  any  State,  county,  and/or  town  taxes,  exclusive  of  pen- 
alties, due  or  accrued  on  any  forest  lands  acquired  by  the  United 
States  under  donations  from  the  owners  thereof  and  which  lands  are 
to  be  included  in  a  State  or  other  public  forest  pursuant  to  this  Act. 

(f)  The  State  shall  prepare  such  standards  of  forest  administra- 
tion, development,  and  management  as  are  necessary  to  insure  maxi- 
mum feasible  utility  for  timber  production  and  watershed  protection, 
and  are  acceptable  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  shall  apply 
the  same  to  lands  acquired  and  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
State  pursuant  to  this  Act. 

(g)  That  with  the  exception  of  such  Federal  expenditures  as  may 
be  made  for  unemployment  relief,  the  State  shall  pay  without  assist- 
ance from  the  Federal  Government  the  entire  future  cost  of  admin- 
istering, developing,  and  managing  all  forest  lands  acquired  and  over 
which  it  has  been  given  jurisdiction  under  this  Act. 

(h)  During  the  period  any  cooperative  agreement  made  under 
this  Act  remains  in  force,  one-half  of  the  gross  proceeds  from  all 
lands  covered  by  said  agreement  and  to  which  the  United  States 
holds  title  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  to  the  United  States  and  cov- 
ered into  the  Treasury.  All  such  payments  shall  be  credited  to  the 
purchase  price  the  State  is  to  pay  the  United  States  for  said  land, 
such  purchase  price  to  be  an  amount  equal  to  the  total  sum  expended 
by  the  United  States  in  acquiring  said  lands.  Upon  payments  of 
the  full  purchase  price,  either  as  herein  provided  or  otherwise,  title 
to  said  lands  shall  be  transferred  from  the  Federal  Government  to 
the  State,  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  take 
such  action  and  incur  such  expenditures,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
effectuate  such  transfer. 

(i)  Upon  the  request  of  the  State  concerned,  any  agreement  made 
pursuant  to  this  Act  may  be  terminated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture. The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may,  with  the  consent  and 
approval  of  the  National  Forest  Reservation  Commission,  after  due 
notice  given  the  State  and  an  opportunity  for  hearing  by  said  Com- 
mission, terminate  any  such  agreement  for  violations  of  its  terms 
and/or  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  If  such  agreement  is  terminated, 
the  United  States  shall  reimburse  the  State  for  so  much  of  the 
State  funds  as  have  been  expended  in  the  administration,  develop- 
ment, and  management  of  the  lands  involved  as  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  may  decide  to  be  fair  and  equitable. 


(j)  The  State  shall  furnish  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  with 
such  annual,  periodic,  or  special  reports  as  he  may  require  respect- 
ing the  State  s  operations  under  its  agreement  with  him. 

(k)  When  a  State  or  political  unit  thereof  acquires  under  tax 
delinquency  laws  title  to  forest  lands  without  cost  to  the  United 
States  and  which  lands  are  included  within  a  State  or  other  public 
forest,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  on  behalf  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, may  contribute  annually  out  of  any  funds  made  available 
under  this  Act  not  to  exceed  one-half  the  cost  of  administering, 
developing,  and  managing  said  lands. 
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Sec.  3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  there  is  hereby  authorized 
to  be  appropriated,  a  sum  or  sums  out  or  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  not  to  exceed  $5,000,000,  as  Congress  may 
from  time  to  time  appropriate. 

Farm  Forestry. 

Act  of  May  18,  1937  (50  Stat.  188)  ;  sec.  568-b,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

To  authorize  cooperation  in  the  development  of  farm  forestry  in  the  States  and         A 
Territories,  and  for  other  purposes.  ~ 

That  in  order  to  aid  agriculture,  increase  farm-forest  income,  con- 
serve water  resources,  increase  employment,  and  in  other  ways 
advance  the  general  welfare  and  improve  living  conditions  on  farms 
through  reforestation  and  afforestation  in  the  various  States  and  Ter- 
ritories, the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  in  cooperation 
with  the  land-grant  colleges  and  universities  and  State  forestry 
agencies,  each  within  its  respective  field  of  activities,  according  to  the 
statutes,  if  any,  of  the  respective  States,  wherever  such  agencies  can 
and  will  cooperate,  or  in  default  of  such  cooperation  to  act  directly, 
to  produce  or  procure  and  distribute  forest  trees  and  shrub  planting 
stock ;  to  make  necessary  investigations ;  to  advise  farmers  regarding 
the  establishment,  protection,  and  management  of  farm  forests  and 
forest  and  shrub  plantations  and  the  harvesting,  utilization,  and  mar- 
keting of  the  products  thereof;  and  to  enter  into  cooperative  agree- 
ments for  the  establishment,  protection,  and  care  of  farm-  or  other 
forest-land  tree  and  shrub  plantings  within  such  States  and  Terri- 
tories ;  and,  whenever  suitable  Government-owned  lands  are  not  avail- 
able, to  lease,  purchase,  or  accept  donations  of  land  and  develop  nur- 
sery sites  for  the  production  of  such  forest  planting  stock  as  is  needed 
to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  but  not  including  ornamental 
or  other  stock  for  landscape  plantings  commonly  grown  by  estab- 
lished commercial  nurserymen,  and  no  stock  grown  in  Government 
and  cooperating  nurseries  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  regular  trade 
channels.  No  cooperative  reforestation  or  afforestation  shall  be 
undertaken  pursuant  to  this  Act  unless  the  cooperator  makes  avail- 
able without  charge  the  land  to  be  planted.  There  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  be  appropriated  annually  not  to  exceed  $2,500,000  for  carrying 
out  the  purposes  of  this  Act.  This  Act  shall  be  known  as  the  Coop- 
erative Farm  Forestry  Act. 

JURISDICTION 

Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Act  of  February  1,  1905  (33  Stat.  628)  ;  sec.  472,  title  16,  U.  S.  O. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  shall,  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  execute  or  cause  to  be  executed  all  laws 
affecting  public  lands  heretofore  or  hereafter  reserved  under  the 
provisions  of  section  twenty-four  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
repeal  the  timber-culture  laws,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved 
March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  and  acts  supple- 
mental to  and  amendatory  thereof,  and  after  such  lands  have  been 


so  reserved,  excepting  such  laws  as  affect  the  surveying,  prospecting, 
locating,  appropriating,  entering,  relinquishing,  reconveymg,  certify- 
ing, or  patenting  of  any  of  such  lands. 

Note. — Laws  relating  to  surveying,  prospecting,  locating,  appropriating,  enter- 
ing, relinquishing,  reconveying,  certifying,  or  patenting  are  administered  by- 
Secretary  of  Interior. 

Act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  34)  ;  sec.  475,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

All  public  lands  heretofore  designated  and  reserved  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved 
March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  the  orders  for  which 
shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force  and  effect,  unsuspended  and  un- 
revoked, and  all  public  land  that  may  hereafter  be  set  aside  and 
reserved  as  public  forest  reserves  under  said  act,  shall  be  as  far  as 
practicable  controlled  and  administered  in  accordance  with  the  fol- 
lowing provisions. 

Rules  and  regulations. 

Sec.  551,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  make  provisions  for  the  pro- 
tection against  destruction  by  fire  and  depredations  upon  the  public 
forests  and  national  forests  which  may  have  been  set  aside  or  which 
may  be  hereafter  set  aside  under  the  provisions  of  section  471  of 
this  title,  and  which  may  be  continued ;  and  he  may  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  and  establish  such  service  as  will  insure  the  objects 
of  such  reservations,  namely,  to  regulate  their  occupancy  and  use 
and  to  preserve  the  forests  thereon  from  destruction ;  and  any  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  such  rules  and  regulations  shall 
be  punished  as  is  provided  for  in  the  act  of  June  4,  1888,  amending 
section  3388  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States. 

Civil  and  criminal. 

Act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  36)  ;  March  1,  1911   (36  Stat.  963)  ;  sec.  480, 

title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

The  jurisdiction,  both  civil  and  criminal,  over  persons  within  na- 
tional forests  shall  not  be  affected  or  changed  by  reason  of  their 
existence,  except  so  far  as  the  punishment  of  offenses  against  the 
United  States  is  concerned ;  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  provision 
being  that  the  State  wherein  any  such  national  forest  is  situated  shall 
not,  by  reason  of  the  establishment  thereof,  lose  its  jurisdiction,  nor 
the  inhabitants  thereof  their  rights  and  privileges  as  citizens,  or  be 
absolved  from  their  duties  as  citizens  of  the  State. 

Arrests. 

Act  of  March  3,  1905  (33  Stat.  873)  ;  sec.  559,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. :  February  6, 
1905  (33  Stat.  700)  ;  sec.  559,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

All  persons  employed  in  the  forest  reserve  and  national  park 
service  of  the  United  States  shall  have  authority  to  make  arrests  for 
the  violation  of  the  laws  and  regulations  relating  to  the  forest  re- 
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serves  and  national  parks,  and  any  person  so  arrested  shall  be  taken 
before  the  nearest  United  States  commissioner,  within  whose  juris- 
diction the  reservation  or  national  park  is  located,  for  trial;  and 
upon  sworn  information  by  any  competent  person  any  United  States 
commissioner  in  the  proper  jurisdiction  shall  issue  process  for  the 
arrest  of  any  person  charged  with  the  violation  of  said  laws  and 
regulations;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  pre- 
venting the  arrest  by  any  officer  of  the  United  States,  without 
process,  of  any  person  taken  in  the  act  of  violating  said  laws  and 
regulations. 

Enforcement  of  laws. 

Act  of  May  23,  1908  (35  Stat.  259)  ;  sec.  553,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

Hereafter  officials  of  the  Forest  Service  designated  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  shall,  in  all  ways  that  are  practicable,  aid  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  laws  of  the  States  and  Territories  with  regard 
to  stock,  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  forest  fires,  and 
for  the  protection  of  fish  and  game,  and,  with  respect  to  national 
forests,  shall  aid  the  other  Federal  bureaus  and  departments,  on 
request  from  them,  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  on  them 
by  law. 

Administering  oaths. 

Sec.  93,  title  5,  U.   S.  C. 

Any  officer  or  clerk  of  any  of  the  departments  lawfully  detailed 
to  investigate  frauds  on,  or  attempts  to  defraud,  the  Government, 
or  any  irregularity  or  misconduct  of  any  officer  or  agent  of  the 
United  States,  and  any  officer  of  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps  or 
Coast  Guard,  detailed  to  conduct  an  investigation,  and  the  recorder, 
and  if  there  be  none  the  presiding  officer,  of  any  military,  naval,  or 
Coast  Guard  board  appointed  for  such  purpose,  shall  have  authority 
to  administer  an  oath  to  any  witness  attending  to  testify  or  depose 
in  the  course  of  such  investigation. 

Act  of  January  31,  1925  (43  Stat.  803)  ;  sec.  521,  title  5,  U.  S.  C. 

Such  officers,  agents,  or  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture of  the  United  States  as  are  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture for  the  purpose  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  administer 
to  or  take  from  any  person,  an  oath:  affirmation,  or  affidavit  when- 
ever such  oath,  affirmation,  or  affidavit  is  for  use  in  any  prosecution 
or  proceeding  under  or  in  the  enforcement  of  any  law  committed 
to  or  which  may  be  committed  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  or 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  or  any  bureau  or  subdivision  thereof 
for  administration.  Any  such  oath,  affirmation,  or  affidavit  admin- 
istered or  taken  by  or  before  such  officer,  agent,  or  employee  when 
certified  under  his  hand  and  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  may  be  offered  or  used  in  any  court  of  the 
United  States  and  shall  have  like  force  and  effect  as  if  administered 
or  taken  before  a  clerk  of  such  court  without  further  proof  of  the 
identity  or  authority  of  such  officer,  agent,  or  employee. 
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Personnel. 

Act  of  February  1,  1905  (33  Stat.  628)  ;  sec.  554,  title  16,  U.  S.  0. 

That  forest  supervisors  and  rangers  shall  be  selected,  when  prac- 
ticable, from  qualified  citizens  of  the  States  or  Territories  in  which 
the  said  reserves,  respectively,  are  situated. 

OCCUPANCY  AND  USE 

Rules  and  regulations. 

Act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  35)  ;  sec.  551,  title  16,  U.  S.  C, 

He  [Secretary  of  Agriculture]  may  make  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions and  establish  such  service  as  will  insure  the  objects  of  such 
reservations,  namely,  to  regulate  their  occupancy  and  use  and  to 
preserve  the  forests  thereon  from  destruction;  and  any  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  pun- 
ished as  is  provided  for  in  the  Act  of  June  four,  Eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-eight,  amending  section  five  thousand  three  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States. 

Note. — Grazing  and  special-use  permits  are  issued  under  authority  of  this 
act. 

Ingress  and  egress. 

Act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  36)  ;  sec.  478,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the  egress  or 
ingress  of  actual  settlers  residing  within  the  boundaries  of  such 
reservations,  or  from  crossing  the  same  to  and  from  their  property 
or  homes;  and  such  wagon  roads  and  other  improvements  may  be 
constructed  thereon  as  may  be  necessary  to  reach  their  homes  and 
to  utilize  their  property  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Sale  of  timber. 

Act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  35)  ;  March  3,  1925  (43  Stat.  1132)  ;  April  12,  1926 
(44  Stat.  242)  ;  sees.  476,  616,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

For  the  purpose  of  preserving  the  living  and  growing  timber  and 
promoting  the  younger  growth  on  national  forests,  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  shall  prescribe, 
may  cause  to  be  designated  and  appraised  so  much  of  the  dead,  ma- 
tured, or  large  growth  of  trees  found  upon  such  national  forests  as 
may  be  compatible  with  the  utilization  of  the  forests  thereon,  and 
may  sell  the  same  for  not  less  than  the  appraised  value  in  such 
quantities  to  each  purchaser  as  he  shall  prescribe.  Before  such  sale 
shall  take  place,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  for  not  less  than  thirty 
days,  by  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  general  circula- 
tion, as  he  may  deem  necessary,  in  the  State  or  Territory  where  such 
national  forest  exists:  Provided,  however,  That  in  cases  of  unusual 
emergency  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may,  in  the  exercise  of  his 
discretion,  permit  the  purchase  of  timber  and  cord  wood  in  advance 
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of  advertisement  of  sale  at  rates  of  value  approved  by  him  and  sub- 
ject to  payment  of  the  full  amount  of  the  highest  bid  resulting  from 
the  usual  advertisement  of  sale:  Provided  further,  That  he  may,  in 
his  discretion,  sell  without  advertisement,  in  quantities  to  suit  appli- 
cants, at  a  fair  appraisement,  timber,  cord  wood  and  other  forest 
products,  not  exceeding  in  value  five  hundred  dollars :  And  provided 
further,  That  in  cases  in  which  advertisement  is  had  and  no  satis- 
factory bid  is  received,  or  in  cases  in  which  the  bidder  fails  to  com- 
plete the  purchase,  the  timber  may  be  sold,  without  advertisement,  at 
private  sale,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  at  not 
less  than  the  appraised  valuation,  in  quantities  to  suit  purchasers. 
Such  timber  before  being  sold,  shall  be  marked  and  designated,  and 
shall  be  cut  and  removed  under  the  supervision  of  some  person 
appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  not 
interested  in  the  purchase  or  removal  of  such  timber  nor  in  the  em- 
ployment of  the  purchaser  thereof.  Such  supervisor  shall  make 
report  in  writing  of  his  doings  in  the  premises.  (See  sec.  3,  act  of 
June  9,  1930  (46  Stat.  527;  sec.  576-b,  title  16,  U.  S.  Code.) 

Sale  of  timber  at  cost. 

Act  of  August  10,  1912  (37  Stat.  287)  ;  sec.  489,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
he  shall  establish,  is  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  at  actual  cost, 
to  homestead  settlers  and  farmers,  for  their  domestic  use,  the  mature, 
dead,  and  down  timber  in  national  forests,  but  it  is  not  the  intention 
of  this  provision  to  restrict  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture to  permit  the  free  use  of  timber  as  provided  in  section  477, 
U.  S.  Code. 

Free  use  of  timber. 

Sec.  477,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  permit,  under  regulations  to  be 
prescribed  by  him,  the  use  of  timber  and  stone  found  upon  national 
forests,  free  of  charge,  by  bona  fide  settlers,  miners,  residents,  and 
prospectors  for  minerals,  for  fire  wood,  fencing,  building,  mining, 
prospecting,  and  other  domestic  purposes,  as  may  be  needed  by  such 
persons  for  such  purposes.  (Modified  by  sec.  616,  title  16,  U.  S. 
Code.) 

Exportation  of  timber. 

Act  of  April  12,  1926  (44  Stat.  242)  ;  sec.  616,  title  16,  U.  S.  O. 

Timber  lawfully  cut  on  any  national  forest,  or  on  the  public  lands 
in  Alaska,  may  be  exported  from  the  State  or  Territory  where  grown 
if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  the  department  administering 
the  national  forests,  or  the  public  lands  in  Alaska,  the  supply  oi 
timber  for  local  use  will  not  be  endangered  thereby,  and  the  respec- 
tive Secretaries  concerned  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  rules  and 
regulations  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act. 
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Mineral  lands. 

Act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  36)  ;  sec.  482,  title  16,  U.   S.  C. 

Any  mineral  lands  in  any  forest  reservation  which  have  been  or 
which  may  be  shown  to  be  such,  and  subject  to  entry  under  the  exist- 
ing mining  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
applying  thereto,  shall  continue  to  be  subject  to  such  location  and 
entry,  notwithstanding  any  provisions  herein  contained. 

Sec.  478,  title  16,  U.  S.  O. 

Nor  shall  anything  herein  prohibit  any  person  from  entering  upon 
such  forest  reservations  for  all  proper  and  lawful  purposes,  including 
that  of  prospecting,  locating,  and  developing  the  mineral  resources 
thereof:  Provided,  That  such  persons  comply  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  covering  such  forest  reservations. 

Act  of  August  11,  1916  (39  Stat.  462)  ;  sec.  520,  title  16,  U.  S.  O. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized,  under  general  regula- 
tions to  be  prescribed  by  him,  to  permit  the  prospecting,  development, 
and  utilization  of  the  mineral  resources  of  the  lands  acquired  under 
the  act  of  March  1, 1911  (36  Stat.  961),  known  as  the  Weeks  law,  upon 
such  terms  and  for  specified  periods  or  otherwise,  as  he  may  deem  to 
be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  United  States;  and  all  moneys  re- 
ceived on  account  of  charges,  if  any,  made  under  this  ace  shall  be 
disposed  of  as  is  provided  by  existing  law  for  the  disposition  of 
receipts  from  national  forests. 

Agricultural  lands. 

Sec.  506,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. ;  Forest  Homestead  Act  of  June  11,  1908  (34  Stat.  233)  ; 
Act  of  May  30,  1908   (35  Stat.  554) 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may,  in  his  discretion,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized,  upon  application  or  otherwise,  to  examine  and 
ascertain  as  to  the  location  and  extent  of  lands  within  permanent  or 
temporary  forest  reserves,  except  the  following  counties  in  the  State 
of  California,  San  Luis  Obispo,  Santa  Barbara;  which  are  chiefly 
valuable  for  agriculture,  and  which,  in  his  opinion,  may  be  occupied 
for  agricultural  purposes  without  injury  to  the  forest  reserves,  and 
which  are  not  needed  for  public  purposes,  and  may  list  and  describe 
the  same  by  metes  and  bounds,  or  otherwise,  and  file  the  lists  and 
descriptions  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  with  the  request  that 
the  said  lands  be  opened  to  entry  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  homestead  laws  and  this  act. 

Upon  the  filing  of  any  such  list  or  description  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  shall  declare  the  said  lands  open  to  homestead  settlement 
and  entry  in  tracts  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  in  area 
and  not  exceeding  one  mile  in  length,  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  davs 
from  the  filing  of  the  list  in  the  land  office  of  the  district  within 
which  the  lands  are  located,  during  which  period  the  said  list  or  de- 
scription shall  be  prominently  posted  in  the  land  office  and  advertised 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  four  weeks  in  one  newspaper  of  general 
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circulation  published  in  the  county  in  which  the  lands  are  situated: 
Provided,  That  any  settler  actually  occupying  and  in  good  faith 
claiming  such  lands  for  agricultural  purposes  prior  to  January  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  six,  and  who  shall  not  have  abandoned  the 
same,  and  the  person,  if  qualified  to  make  a  homestead  entry,  upon 
whose  application  the  land  proposed  to  be  entered  was  examined  and 
listed,  shall  each  in  the  order  named,  have  a  preference  right  of  set- 
tlement and  entry :  Provided  further,  That  any  entryman  desiring  to 
obtain  patent  to  any  lands  described  by  metes  and  bounds  entered  by 
him  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  within  five  years  of  the 
date  of  making  settlement,  file,  with  the  required  proof  of  residence 
and  cultivation,  a  plat  and  field  notes  of  the  lands  entered,  made  by 
or  under  the  direction  of  the  United  States  surveyor  general,  show- 
ing accurately  the  boundaries  of  such  lands,  which  shall  be  distinctly 
marked  by  monuments  on  the  ground,  and  by  posting  a  copy  of  such 
plat,  together  with  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  offering  proof,  in 
a  conspicuous  place  on  the  land  embraced  in  such  plat  during  the 
period  prescribed  by  law  for  the  publication  of  his  notice  of  intention 
to  offer  proof,  and  that  a  copy  of  such  plat  and  field  notes  shall  also 
be  kept  posted  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  the  land  office  for  the  land 
district  in  which  such  lands  are  situated  for  a  like  period;  and  fur- 
ther, that  any  agricultural  lands  within  forest  reserves  may,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Secretary,  be  surveyed  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  that 
no  lands  entered  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  patented 
under  the  commutation  provisions  of  the  homestead  laws,  but  set- 
tlers, upon  final  proof,  shall  have  credit  for  the  period  of  their  actual 
residence  upon  the  lands  covered  by  their  entries. 

Settlement  forbidden. 

Sec.  5.  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  held  to  authorize 
any  future  settlement  on  any  lands  within  forest  reserves  until  such 
lands  have  been  opened  to  settlement  as  provided  in  this  act,  or  to 
in  any  way  impair  the  legal  rights  of  any  bona  fide  homestead  settler 
who  has  or  shall  establish  residence  upon  public  lands  prior  to  their 
inclusion  within  a  forest  reserve. 

Segregation  of  agricultural  lands. 

Act  of  August  10,  1912   (37  Stat.  287)  ;  sec.  512,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  directed  and  required 
to  select,  classify,  and  segregate,  as  soon  as  practicable,  all  lands 
within  the  boundaries  of  national  forests  that  may  be  opened  to 
settlement  and  entry  under  the  homestead  laws  applicable  to  the 
national  forests. 

Permits  for  summer  homes,  hotels,  stores,  etc. 

Act  of  March  4,  1915   (38  Stat.  1101)  ;  sec.  497,  title  16,  U.   S.  C. 

That  hereafter  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may,  upon  such  terms 
as  he  may  deem  proper,  for  periods  not  exceeding  thirty  years?  per- 
mit responsible  persons  or  associations  to  use  and  occupy  suitable

spaces  or  portions  of  ground  in  the  national  forests  for  the  construc- 
tion of  summer  homes,  hotels,  stores,  or  other  structures  needed  for 
recreation  or  public  convenience,  not  exceeding  five  acres  to  any  one 
person  or  association,  but  this  shall  not  be  construed  to  interfere 
with  the  right  to  enter  homesteads  upon  agricultural  lands  in  national 
forests  as  now  provided  by  law. 

Special-use  permit  for  land  adjacent  to  mineral  springs. 

Act  of  February  28,  1899  (30  Stat.  908)  ;  sec.  495,  title  16,  TJ.  S.  C. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  *  *  *  hereby  is  authorized, 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  from  time  to  time  may  make, 
to  enter  or  lease  to  responsible  persons  or  corporations  applying 
therefor  suitable  spaces  and  portions  of  ground  near,  or  adjacent  to, 
mineral,  medicinal,  or  other  springs,  within  any  forest  reserves  estab- 
lished within  the  United  States,  or  hereafter  to  be  established,  and 
where  the  public  is  accustomed  or  desires  to  frequent,  for  health  or 
pleasure,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  upon  such  leased  ground  sani- 
tariums or  hotels,  to  be  opened  for  the  reception  of  the  public.  And 
he  is  further  authorized  to  make  such  regulations,  for  the  convenience 
of  people  visiting  such  springs,  with  reference  to  spaces  and  loca- 
tions for  the  erection  of  tents  or  temporary  dwelling  houses  to  be 
erected  or  constructed  for  the  use  of  those  visiting  such  springs  for 
health  or  pleasure.  And  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  authorized 
to  prescribe  the  terms  and  duration  and  the  compensation  to  be  paid 
for  the  privileges  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Schools  and  churches  within  forests. 

Act  of  June  4,  1897   (30  Stat.  36)  ;  sec.  479,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

The  settlers  residing  within  the  exterior  boundaries  of  such  forest 
reservations,  or  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  may  maintain  schools  and 
churches  within  such  reservation,  and  for  that  purpose  may  occupy 
any  part  of  the  said  forest  reservation,  not  exceeding  two  acres  for 
each  schoolhouse  and  one  acre  for  a  church. 

Use  of  waters. 

Act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  36)  ;  sec.  481,  title  16,  U.  S.  O. 

All  waters  within  the  boundaries  of  national  forests  may  be  used 
for  domestic,  mining,  milling,  or  irrigation  purposes,  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  wherein  such  national  forests  are  situated,  or  under  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  rules  and  regulations  established 
thereunder. 

Game  refuges. 

Act  of  August  11,  1916  (39  Stat.  476)  ;  sec.  683,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  is  authorized  to  designate  such 
areas  on  any  lands  purchased  by  the  United  States  under  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  513  to  519  and  521  of  this  title  [the  Weeks  Act],  as 
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should,  in  his  opinion,  be  set  aside  for  the  protection  of  game  ani- 
mals, birds,  or  fish.  Whoever  shall  hunt,  catch,  trap,  willfully  dis- 
turb or  kill  any  kind  of  game  animals,  game  or  nongame  birds,  or 
fish,  or  take  the  eggs  of  any  such  birds  on  lands  set  aside,  or  in  or  on 
the  waters  thereof,  except  under  such  general  rules  and  regulations  as 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  $500  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months, 
or  both. 

Act  of  March  10,  1934   (48  Stat.  400)  ;  sec.  694,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  breeding  places  for  game  birds, 
game  animals,  and  fish  on  lands  and  waters  in  the  national  forests 
not  chiefly  suitable  for  agriculture,  the  President  of  the  United 
States  is  hereby  authorized,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  and  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  State  legislatures  of  the  respective  States  in  which  said  national 
forests  are  situated,  to  establish  by  public  proclamation  certain  speci- 
fied and  limited  areas  within  said  forests  as  fish  and  game  sanctuaries 
or  refuges  which  shall  be  devoted  to  the  increase  of  game  birds,  game 
animals,  and  fish  of  all  kinds  naturally  adapted  thereto,  but  it  is  not 
intended  that  the  lands  included  in  such  fish  and  game  sanctuaries 
or  refuges  shall  cease  to  be  parts  of  the  national  forests  wherein  they 
are  located,  and  the  establishment  of  such  fish  and  game  sanctuaries 
or  refuges  shall  not  prevent  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  from  per- 
mitting other  uses  of  the  national  forests  under  and  in  conformity 
with  the  laws  and  the  rules  and  regulations  applicable  thereto  so  far 
as  such  uses  may  be  consistent  with  the  purposes  for  which  such 
fish  and  game  sanctuaries  or  refuges  are  authorized  to  be  established. 

Sec.  2.  That  when  such  fish  and  game  sanctuaries  or  refuges  have 
been  established  as  provided  in  section  1  of  this  Act,  hunting,  pur- 
suing, poisoning,  angling  for,  killing,  or  capturing  by  trapping,  net- 
ting, or  any  other  means  or  attempting  to  hunt,  pursue,  angle  for, 
kill,  or  capture  any  wild  animals  or  fish  for  any  purpose  whatever 
upon  the  lands  of  the  United  States  within  the  limits  of  said  fish  and 
game  sanctuaries  or  refuges  shall  be  unlawful  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  Act  or  any 
of  the  rules  and  regulations  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  upon  conviction 
in  any  United  States  court  be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not  exceeding  $100 
or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  Secretaries  of  Agriculture  and  Commerce  shall 
execute  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  they  are  hereby  jointly  author- 
ized to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the  administration 
of  such  fish  and  game  sanctuaries  or  refuges  in  accordance  with  the 
purpose  of  this  Act,  including  regulations  not  in  contravention  of 
State  laws  for  hunting,  capturing,  or  killing  predatory  animals,  such 
as  wolves,  coyotes,  foxes,  pumas,  and  other  species  destructive  to  live- 
stock or  wild  life  or  agriculture  within  the  limits  of  said  fish  and 
game  sanctuaries  or  refuges :  Provided,  That  the  present  jurisdiction 
of  the  States  shall  not  be  altered  or  changed  without  the  legislative 
approval  of  such  States. 
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Receipts  to  Treasury  and  refunds. 

Act  of  March  4,  1907  (84  Stat.  1270)  ;  (36  Stat.  1253)  ;  sec.  499,  title  16,  U.  S.  O. 

All  money  received  by  or  on  account  of  the  Forest  Service  for 
timber,  or  from  any  other  source  of  national-forest  revenue,  includ- 
ing moneys  received  from  sale  of  products  from  or  use  of  lands  in 
national  forests  created  under  section  471  (b)  of  this  title,  and 
moneys  received  on  account  of  permits  for  hunting,  fishing,  or  camp- 
ing on  lands  acquired  under  authority  of  sections  513  to  517  and  521 
of  this  title,  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 
as  a  miscellaneous  receipt,  and  except  as  provided  in  sections  500  and 
501  of  this  title,  there  is  appropriated  and  made  available  as  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  direct  out  of  any  funds  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  so  much  as  may  be  necessary  to  make 
refunds  to  depositors  of  money  heretofore  or  hereafter  deposited  by 
them  to  secure  the  purchase  price  on  the  sale  of  any  products  or  for 
the  use  of  any  land  or  resources  of  the  national  forests  in  excess  of 
amounts  found  actually  due  from  them  to  the  United  States  and  also 
so  much  as  may  be  necessary  to  refund  or  pay  over  to  the  rightful 
claimants  such  sums  as  may  be  found  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  have  been  erroneously  collected  for  the  use  of  any  lands,  or  for 
timber  or  other  resources  sold  from  lands  located  within,  but  not  a 
part  of,  the  national  forests,  or  for  alleged  illegal  acts  done  upon 
such  lands,  which  acts  are  subsequently  found  to  have  been  proper 
and  legal ;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  make  annual  report 
to  Congress  of  the  amounts  refunded  hereunder. 

Expenditures  from  receipts  for  roads  and  trails.

That  hereafter  an  additional  ten  per  centum  of  all  moneys  received 
from  the  national  forests  during  each  fiscal  year  shall  be  available 
at  the  end  thereof,  to  be  expended  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  roads  and  trails  within  the 
national  forests  in  the  States  from  which  such  proceeds  are  derived ; 
but  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may,  whenever  practicable,  in  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  such  roads,  secure  the  cooperation 
or  aid  of  the  proper  State  or  Territorial  authorities  in  the  further- 
ance of  any  system  of  highways  of  which  such  roads  may  be  made 
a  part. 

Reimbursement  for  equipment. 

Act  of  March  4,  1913  (37  Stat.  843)  ;  sec.  502,  title  16,  U.  S.  O. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  reimburse  owners 
of  horses,  vehicles,  and  other  equipment  lost,  damaged,  or  destroyed 
while  being  used  for  necessary  fire  fighting,  trail,  or  official  business, 
such  reimbursement  to  be  made  from  any  available  fund  in  the  appro- 
priation to  which  the  hire  of  such  equipment  is  properly  chargeable.

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Rights  of  way. 

Transmission,  telephone,  and  telegraph  lines.     Act  of  March  4,  1911   (36  Stat 
1253)  ;  sec.  523,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

That  the  head  of  the  department  having  jurisdiction  over  the  lands 
be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered,  under  general  regu- 
lations to  be  fixed  by  him,  to  grant  an  easement  for  rights  of  way. 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  fifty  years  from  the  date  of  the  issuance  oi 
such  grant,  over,  across,  and  upon  the  public  lands,  national  forests, 
and  reservations  of  the  United  States  for  electrical  poles  and  lines  for 
the  transmission  and  distribution  of  electrical  power,  and  for  poles 
and  lines  for  telephone  and  telegraph  purposes,  to  the  extent  of  twenty 
feet  on  each  side  of  the  center  line  of  such  electrical,  telephone  and  tele- 
graph lines  and  poles?  to  any  citizen,  association,  or  corporation  of  the 
United  States,  where  it  is  intended  by  such  to  exercise  the  right  of  way 
herein  granted  for  any  one  or  more  of  the  purposes  herein  named: 
Provided,  That  such  right  of  way  shall  be  allowed  within  or  through 
any  national  park,  national  forest,  military,  Indian,  or  any  other  reser- 
vation only  upon  the  approval  of  the  chief  officer  of  the  department

injuriously  affected  thereby.

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Municipal  and  mining  uses. 

Act  of  February  1, 1905  (33  Stat.  628)  ;  sec.  524,  title  16,  XL  S.  0. 

That  rights  of  way  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  dams, 
reservoirs,  water  plants,  ditches,  flumes,  pipes,  tunnels,  and  canals, 
within  and  across  the  forest  reserves  of  the  United  States,  are  hereby 
granted  to  citizens  and  corporations  of  the  United  States,  for  munici- 
pal and  mining  purposes,  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  milling  and

If  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  determines  that  any  part  of  the

If  at  any  time  the  need  for  any  such  lands  or  materials  for  such 
purposes  shall  no  longer  exist,  notice  of  the  fact  shall  be  given  by 
the  State  highway  department  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and 
such  lands  or  materials  shall  immediately  revert  to  the  control  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  department  from  which  they  had  been  appropriated 

FISCAL  MATTERS 
Receipts  to  States. 

Act  of  May  23,  1908   (35  Stat.  2G0)  ;  sec.  500,  title  16,  U.  S.  a 

That  hereafter  twenty-five  per  centum  of  all  money  received  from 
each  forest  reserve  during  any  fiscal  year,  including  the  year  ending 
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June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  shall  be  paid  at  the  end 
thereof  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  the  State  or  Territory 
in  which  said  reserve  is  situated  to  be  expended  as  the  State  or 
Territorial  legislature  may  prescribe  for  the  benefit  of  the  public 
schools  and  public  roads  of  the  county  or  counties  in  which  the 
forest  reserve  is  situated:  Provided,  That  when  any  forest  reserve 
is  in  more  than  one  State  or  Territory  or  county,  the  distributive 
share  to  each  from  the  proceeds  of  said  reserve  shall  be  proportional 
to  its  area  therein. 

Twenty-five  percent  of  receipts  to  States. 

Act  of  March  1, 1911  (36  Stat.  961)  ;  amended  by  Act  of  June  30,1914  (38  Stat.  441) 

Sec.  13.  That  25  per  centum  of  all  moneys  received  during  any 
fiscal  year  from  each  national  forest  into  which  the  lands  acquired 
under  this  act  may  from  time  to  time  be  divided  shall  be  paid,  at  the 
end  of  such  year,  by  the  secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  the  State  in

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  reimburse  owners  of 
private  property  for  damage  or  destruction  thereof  caused  by  em- 
ployees of  the  United  States  in  connection  with  the  protection,  admin- 
istration, or  improvement  of  the  national  forests,  payment  to  be 
made  from  any  funds  appropriated  for  the  protection,  administra- 
tion, and  improvement  of  the  national  forests :  Provided,  That  no 
payment  in  excess  of  $500  shall  be  made  on  any  such  claim. 

Act  of  January  31,  1931   (46  Stat.  1052)  ;  sec.  502,  title  16,  U.  S.  O. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  under  such  regulations 
as  he  may  prescribe  to  reimburse  owners  for  loss,  damage,  or  destruc- 
tion of  horses,  vehicles,  and  other  equipment  obtained  by  the  Forest 
Service  for  the  use  of  that  service  from  employees  or  other  private 
owners:  Provided,  That  payments  or  reimbursements  herein  author- 
ized may  be  made  from  the  applicable  appropriations  for  the  Forest 
Service:  And  provided  further,  That  except  for  fire  fighting  emer- 
gencies no  reimbursement  herein  authorized  shall  be  made  in  an 
amount  in  excess  of  $50  in  any  case  unless  supported  by  a  written 
contract  of  hire  or  lease. 
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Water  supply  or  sanitary  systems. 

Act  of  May  27,  1930  (46  Stat.  387)  ;  sec.  573,  title  16,  U.  S.  O. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  expend,  not  to  ex- 
ceed $8,000  annually,  out  of  any  money  appropriated,  for  the  im- 
provement or  protection  of  the  national  forests,  for  the  fiscal  year 
1930,  or  for  any  subsequent  years,  in  the  completion  of  water  supply 
or  sanitary  systems  costing  in  excess  of  the  $500  limitation  as  im- 
posed by  the  act  of  March  3,  1925  (43  Stat.  1132). 

Buildings. 

Act  of  March  3,  1925  (43  Stat.  1132) 

That,  in  addition  to  buildings  costing  not  to  exceed  $1,500  each, 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  out  of  any  moneys  appropriated  for  the 
improvement  or  protection  of  the  national  forests,  may  construct, 
improve,  or  purchase  during  each  fiscal  year  three  buildings  for 
National  forest  purposes  at  not  to  exceed  $2,500  each,  and  three  at 
not  to  exceed  $2,000  each :  Provided,  That  the  cost  of  a  water  supply 
or  sanitary  system  shall  not  be  charged  as  part  of  the  cost  of  any 
building  except  those  costing  in  excess  of  $2,000  each,  and  no  such 
water  supply  and  sanitary  system  shall  cost  in  excess  of  $500.  [Mod- 
ified in  various  appropriation  acts.] 

Rent  from  employees. 

Act  of  January  81,  1931  (46  Stat.  1052)  sec.  502,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized,  under  such  regulations 
as  he  may  prescribe,  to  hire  or  rent  property  from  employees  of 
the  Forest  Service  for  the  use  of  officers  of  that  service  other  than 
used  by  the  employees  from  whom  hired  or  rented,  whenever  the 
public  interest  will  be  promoted  thereby :  Provided.  That  the  aggre- 
gate amount  to  be  paid  permanent  employees  under  authorizations 
of  this  subsection,  exclusive  of  obligations  occasioned  by  fire  emer- 
gencies, shall  not  exceed  $3,000  in  any  one  year. 

Forage,  etc. 

Act  of  January  31,  1931  (46  Stat.  387)  sec.  575,  title  18,  U.  S.  O. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized,  under  such  regulations 
as  he  may  prescribe,  to  provide  forage,  care,  and  housing  for  animals, 
and  storage  for  vehicles  and  other  equipment  obtained  Toy  the  Forest 
Service  for  the  use  of  that  service  from  employees. 

Lost  persons. 

Act  of  May  27,  1930  (46  Stat.  387)  ;  sec.  575,  title  16,  U.  S.  O. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  in  cases  of  emergency 
to  incur  such  expenses  as  may  be  necessary  in  searching  for  persons 
lost  in  the  national  forests  and  in  transporting  persons  seriously  ill, 
injured,  or  who  die  within  the  national  forests  to  the  nearest  place 
where  the  sick  or  injured  person,  or  the  body,  may  be  transferred 
to  interested  parties  or  local  authorities. 
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Cooperative  fund. 

Act  of  June  30,  1914  (38  Stat.  430)  ;  sec.  498,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

That  hereafter  all  moneys  received  as  contributions  toward  coop- 
erative work  in  forest  investigations,  or  the  protection  and  im- 
provement of  the  national  forests,  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treas- 
ury and  shall  constitute  a  special  fund,  which  is  hereby  appropriated 
and  made  available  until  expended,  as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
may  direct,  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  said  investigations, 
protection,  or  improvements  by  the  Forest  Service,  and  for  refunds 
to  the  contributors  of  amounts  heretofore  or  hereafter  paid  in  by 
them  in  excess  of  their  share  of  the  cost  of  said  investigations,  pro- 
tection, or  improvements:  Provided,  That  annual  report  shall  be 
made  to  Congress  of  all  such  moneys  so  received  as  contributions  for 
such  cooperative  work. 

Act  of  March  3, 1925  (43  Stat.  1132)  ;  sec.  572,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

All  moneys  received  as  contributions  toward  reforestation  or 
for  the  administration  or  protection  of  lands  within  or  near  the 
national  forests,  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  and  shall  consti- 
tute a  special  fund,  which  is  authorized  to  be  appropriated  for  the 
payment  of  the  expenses  of  said  reforestation,  administration,  or 
protection  by  the  Forest  Service,  and  for  refunds  to  the  contribu- 
tors of  amounts  heretofore  or  hereafter  paid  in  by  or  for  them  in 
excess  of  their  share  of  the  costs,  but  the  United  States  shall  not 
be  liable  for  any  damage  incident  to  cooperation  hereunder. 

Brush  disposal. 

Act  of  August  11,  1916  (39  Stat.  462)  ;  sec.  490,  title  16,  U.  S.  0. 

Deposits  may  be  received  from  timber  purchasers  in  such  sunn 
as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  require  to  cover  the  cost  to 
the  United  States  of  disposing  of  brush  and  other  debris  resulting 
from  cutting  operations  in  sales  of  national  forest  timber;  such  de- 
posits shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  and  shall  constitute  a  special 
fund,  which  is  appropriated  and  made  available  until  expended,  as 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  direct,  to  pay  the  cost  of  such  work 
and  to  make  refunds  to  the  depositors  of  amounts  deposited  by  them 
in  excess  of  such  cost. 

Tree  planting. 

Act  of  June  9,  1930  (46  stat.  527)  ;  sec.  576,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

An   Act   Authorizing   the   Secretary    of   Agriculture   to    enlarge   tree-plantiay 
operations  on  national  forests,  and  for  other  purposes. 

That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish 
forest  tree  nurseries  and  do  all  other  things  needful  in  preparation 
for  planting  on  national  forests  on  the  scale  possible  under  the  appro- 
priations authorized  by  this  Act :  Provided.  That  nothing  in  this  Act 
shall  be  deemed  to  restrict  the  authority  oi  the  said  Secretary  under 
other  authority  of  law. 
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Sec.  2.  There  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  for  the  fiscal 
rear  ending  June  30,  1932,  not  to  exceed  $250,000;  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30, 1933,  not  to  exceed  $300,000 ;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1934,  not  to  exceed  $400,000 ;  and  for  each  fiscal  year  there- 
after,  not  to  exceed  $400,000,  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  establish  and  operate  nurseries,  to  collect  or  to  purchase  tree  seed 
or  young  trees,  to  plant  trees,  and  to  do  all  other  things  necessary  for 
reforestation  by  planting  or  seeding  national  forests  and  for  the  addi- 
tional protection,  care,  and  improvement  of  the  resulting  plantations 
or  young  growth. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may,  when  in  his  judgment 
such  action  will  be  in  the  public  interest,  require  any  purchaser  of 
national-forest  timber  to  make  deposits  oi  money,  in  addition  to  the 
payments  for  the  timber,  to  cover  the  cost  to  the  United  States  of  (1) 
planting  (including  the  production  or  purchase  of  young  trees), 
(2)  sowing  with  tree  seeds  (including  the  collection  or  purchase  of 
such  seeds),  or  (3)  cutting,  destroying,  or  otherwise  removing  unde- 
sirable trees  or  other  growth,  on  the  national-forest  land  cut  over  by 
the  purchaser,  in  order  to  improve  the  future  stand  of  timber:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  total  amount  so  required  to  be  deposited  by  any  pur- 
chaser shall  not  exceed,  on  an  acreage  basis,  the  average  cost  of  plant- 
ing (including  the  production  or  purchase  of  young  trees)  other  com- 
parable national-forest  lands  during  the  previous  three  years.  Such 
deposits  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  and  shall  constitute  a 
special  fund,  which  is  hereby  appropriated  and  made  available  until 
expended,  to  cover  the  cost  to  the  United  States  of  such  tree  planting, 
seed  sowing,  and  forest-improvement  work,  as  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture may  direct :  Provided,  That  any  portion  of  any  deposit  found 
to  be  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  doing  said  work  shall,  upon  the  deter- 
mination that  it  is  so  in  excess^  be  transferred  to  miscellaneous  receipts, 
forest  reserve  fund,  as  a  national-forest  receipt  of  the  fiscal  year  in 
which  such  transfer  is  made:  Provided  further,  That  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  is  authorized,  upon  application  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior,  to  furnish  seedlings  and/or  young  trees  for  replanting 
of  burned-over  areas  in  any  national  park. 

Forest  roads  and  trails. 

Act  of  November  9,  1921  (42  Stat  218)  ;  sec.  23,  title  23,  U.  S.  C. 

That  fifty  per  centum,  but  not  to  exceed  $3,000,000  for  any  one 
fiscal  year,  of  the  appropriation  made  or  that  may  hereafter  be  made 
for  expenditures  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
m  the  survey,  construction,  reconstruction,  and  maintenance  of 
roads  and  trails  of  primary  importance  for  the  protection,  admin- 
istration, and  utilization  of  the  national  forests,  or  when  necessary, 
for  the  use  and  development  of  the  resources  upon  which  com- 
munities within  or  adjacent  to  the  national  forests  are  dependent, 
and  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  States,  Alaska,  and 
Porto  Rico  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  according  to  the  relative 
needs  of  the  various  national  forests,  taking  into  consideration  the 
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existing  transportation  facilities,  value  of  timber,  or  other  resources 
served,  relative  fire  danger,  and  comparative  difficulties  of  road 
and  trail  construction 

The  balance  of  such  appropriations  shall  be  expended  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  in  the  survey,  construction,  reconstruction,  and 
maintenance  of  forest  roads  of  primary  importance  to  the  State, 
counties,  or  communities  within,  adjoining,  or  adjacent  to  the  na- 
tional forests,  and  shall  be  prorated  and  apportioned  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  for  expenditures  in  the  several  States,  Alaska,  and 
Porto  Rico,  according  to  the  area  and  value  of  the  land  owned  by 
the  Government  within  the  national  forests  therein  as  determined 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  from  such  information,  investiga- 
tion, sources,  and  departments  as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may 
deem  most  accurate. 

Cooperation  of  Territories,  States,  and  civil  subdivisions  thereof 
may  be  accepted  but  shall  not  be  required  by  the  Secretary  of  xlgri- 
culture. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  enter  into  contract  with  any 
Territory,  State,  or  civil  subdivision  thereof  for  the  construction, 
reconstruction,  or  maintenance  of  any  forest  road  or  trail,  or  part 
thereof. 

Construction  work  on  forest  roads  or  trails  estimated  to  cost 
$5,000,  or  more  per  mile,  exclusive  of  bridges,  shall  be  advertised 
and  let  to  contract. 

If  such  estimated  cost  is  less  than  $5,000  per  mile,  or  if,  after 
proper  advertising,  no  acceptable  bid  is  received,  or  the  bids  are 
deemed  excessive,  the  work  may  be  done  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture on  his  own  account;  and  for  such  purpose  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  may  purchase,  lease,  hire,  rent,  or  otherwise  obtain  all 
necessary  supplies,  materials,  tools,  equipment,  and  facilities  required 
to  perform  the  work. 

Any  appropriation  made  in  this  section  or  that  may  hereafter  be 
made  for  expenditures  under  the  provision  of  this  section  may  be  ex- 
pended for  the  purpose  herein  authorized  and  for  the  payment  of 
wages,  salaries,  and  other  expenses  for  help  employed  in  connection 
with  such  work. 

Act  of  January  18,  1927  (44  Stat.  1006) 

That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  incur  obligations,  approve 
projects,  or  enter  into  contracts  under  his  apportionment  and  prorat- 
ing of  this  authorization,  and  his  action  in  so  doing  shall  be  deemed 
a  contractual  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  Federal  Government  for 
the  payment  of  the  cost  thereof :  Provided  further,  That  the  appro- 
priations heretofore,  herein,  and  hereafter  made  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  the  act  of  July  11,  1916, 
and  of  section  23  of  the  Federal  highway  act  of  November  9,  1921, 
and  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplemental  thereto,  shall  be  con- 
sidered available  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  obligations 
created  thereunder  in  any  State  or  Territory. 
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Reports. 

Act  of  November  9,  1921   (42  Stat.  21G)  ;  sec.  20,  title  23,  U.  S.  C. 

That  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  December  of  each  year, 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  make  a  report  to  Congress,  which 
shall  include  a  detailed  statement  of  the  work  done,  the  status  of 
each  project  undertaken,  the  allocation  of  appropriations,  an  item- 
ized statement  of  the  expenditures  and  receipts  during  the  preceding 
fiscal  year  under  this  act,  an  itemized  statement  of  the  traveling  and 
other  expenses,  including  a  list  of  employees,  their  duties,  salaries, 
and  traveling  expenses,  if  any,  and  his  recommendations,  if  any,  for 
new  legislation  amending  or  supplementing  this  act.  The  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  shall  also  make  such  special  reports  as  Congress  may 
request. 

WEEKS  LAW  AND  AMENDMENTS 

Act  of  March  1,  1911  (36  Stat.  961)  ;  Act  of  March  4,  1913  (37  Stat.  828)  ;  sees. 
500,  513,  515,  516,  517,  518,  519,  521,  552,  563,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

Act  of  March  1,  1911  (36  Stat.  961),  to  enable  any  State  to  cooperate  with  any 
other  State  or  States,  or  with  the  United  States,  for  the  protection  of  the 
watersheds  of  navigable  streams,  and  to  appoint  a  commission  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  lands  for  the  purpose  of  conserving  the  navigability  of  navigable 
rivers. 

That  the  consent  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  is  hereby 
given  to  each  of  the  several  States  of  the  Union  to  enter  into  any 
agreement  or  compact,  not  in  conflict  with  any  law  of  the  United 
States,  with  any  other  State  or  States  for  the  purpose  of  conserving 
the  forests  and  the  water  supply  of  the  States  entering  into  such 
agreement  or  compact. 

Cooperation  with  States  for  fire  protection. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  and  made  available  until  expended,  out  of  any  moneys 
in  the  National  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  enable  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  cooperate  with  any  State  or  group  of 
States,  when  requested  to  do  so,  in  the  protection  from  fire  of  the 
forested  watersheds  of  navigable  streams ;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture is  hereby  authorized,  and  on  such  conditions  as  he  deems  wise, 
to  stipulate  and  agree  with  any  State  or  group  of  States  to  cooperate 
in  the  organization  and  maintenance  of  a  system  of  fire  protection  on 
any  private  or  State  forest  lands  within  such  State  or  States  and 
situated  upon  the  watershed  of  a  navigable  river :  Provided,  That  no 
such  stipulation  or  agreement  shall  be  made  with  any  State  which 
has  not  provided  by  law  for  a  system  of  forest-fire  protection: 
Provided  further,  That  in  no  case  shall  the  amount  expended  in  any 
State  exceed  in  any  fiscal  year  the  amount  appropriated  by  that 
State  for  the  same  purpose  during  the  same  fiscal  year. 

Purchase  of  lands. 

Sec.  3.  That  there  is  hereby  appropriated,  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  the  sum  of  one  million 
dollars,  and  for  each  fiscal  year  thereafter  a  sum  not  to  exceed  two 
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million  dollars  for  use  in  the  examination,  survey,  and  acquirement 
of  lands  located  on  the  headwaters  of  navigable  streams  or  those 
which  are  being  or  which  may  be  developed  for  navigable  purposes : 
Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  expire  by  limita- 
tion on  the  thirtieth  clay  of  June,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen. 

Appointment  of  commission. 

Sec.  4.  That  a  commission,  to  be  known  as  the  National  Forest 
Reservation  Commission,  consisting  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  two 
Members  of  the  Senate,  to  be  selected  by  the  President  of  the  Senate, 
and  two  Members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  be  selected  by 
the  Speaker,  is  hereby  created  and  authorized  to  consider  and  pass 
upon  such  lands  as  may  be  recommended  for  purchase  as  provided 
in  section  six  of  this  act,  and  to  fix  the  price  or  prices  at  which  such 
lands  may  be  purchased,  and  no  purchases  shall  be  made  of  any 
lands  until  such  lands  have  been  duly  approved  for  purchase  by  said 
commission.  Provided,  That  the  members  of  the  commission  herein 
created  shall  serve  as  such  only  during  their  incumbency  in  their 
respective  official  positions.,  and  any  vacancy  on  the  commission  shall 
be  filled  in  the  manner  as  the  original  appointment. 

Reports  to  Congress. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  commission  hereby  appointed  shall,  through  its 
president,  annually  report  to  Congress,  not  later  than  the  first  Mon- 
day in  December,  the  operations  and  expenditures  of  the  commis- 
sion, in  detail,  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Duties  of  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  examine,  locate,  and  recommend  for  purchase  such 
lands  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  the  regulation  of  the 
flow  of  navigable  streams,  and  to  report  to  the  National  Forest 
Reservation  Commission  the  results  of  such  examinations :  Provided, 
That  before  any  lands  are  purchased  by  the  National  Forest  Reserva- 
tion Commission  said  lands  shall  be  examined  by  the  Geological 
Survey  and  a  report  made  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  showing 
that  the  control  of  such  lands  will  promote  or  protect  the  navigation 
of  streams  on  whose  watersheds  they  lie.  (See  Amendment  by  Clarke- 
McNary  Act,  sec.  6,  page  30.) 

Secretary  to  purchase. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized 
to  purchase,  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  such  lands  as  have 
been  approved  for  purchase  by  the  National  Forest  Reservation 
Commission  at  the  price  or  prices  fixed  by  said  commission:  Pro- 
vided, That  no  deed  or  other  instrument  of  conveyance  shall  be  ac- 
cepted or  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  this  act 
until  the  legislature  of  the  State  in  which  the  land  lies  shall  have 
consented  to  the  acquisition  of  such  land  by  the  United  States  for 
the  purposes  of  preserving  the  navigability  of  navigable  streams. 
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Passing  upon  titles. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  do  all  things  neces- 
sary to  secure  the  safe  title  in  the  United  States  to  the  lands  to  be 
acquired  under  this  act,  but  no  payment  shall  be  made  for  any  such 
lands  until  the  title  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Attorney  General 
and  shall  be  vested  in  the  United  States. 

Reservation  of  timber  and  minerals. 

"That  such  acquisition  by  the  United  States  shall  in  no  case  be 
defeated  because  of  located  or  defined  rights  of  way,  easements,  and 
reservations,  which,  from  their  nature  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
National  Forest  Reservation  Commission  and  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture, in  no  manner  interfere  with  the  use  of  the  lands  so  encum- 
bered, for  the  purposes  of  the  act:  Provided,  That  such  rights  of 
way,  easements,  and  reservations  retained  by  the  owner  from  whom 
the  United  States  receives  title,  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  their  occu- 
pation, use,  operation,  protection,  and  administration,  and  that  such 
rules  and  regulations  shall  be  expressed  in  and  made  part  of  the 
written  instrument  conveying  title  to  the  lands  to  the  United  States; 
and  the  use,  occupation,  and  operation  of  such  rights  of  way,  ease- 
ments, and  reservations  shall  be  under,  subject  to,  and  in  obedience 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  so  expressed."  (As  amended  by  Act 
of  March  4,  1913  (37  Stat.  855).) 

Sale  of  agricultural  lands. 

Sec.  10.  That  inasmuch  as  small  areas  of  land  chiefly  valuable  for 
agriculture  may  of  necessity  or  by  inadvertence  be  included  in  tracts 
acquired  under  this  act,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  upon  application  or  otherwise,  to 
examine  and  ascertain  the  location  and  extent  of  such  areas  as  in  his 
opinion  may  be  occupied  for  agricultural  purposes  without  injury  to 
the  forests  or  to  stream  flow  and  which  are  not  needed  for  public  pur- 
poses, and  may  list  and  describe  the  same  by  metes  and  bounds,  or 
otherwise,  and  offer  them  for  sale  as  homesteads  at  their  true  value,  to 
be  fixed  by  him,  to  actual  settlers,  in  tracts  not  exceeding  eighty  acres 
in  area,  under  such  joint  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  prescribe;  and  in 
case  of  such  sale  the  jurisdiction  over  the  lands  sold  shall,  ipso  facto, 
revert  to  the  State  in  which  the  lands  sold  lie,  And  no  right,  title, 
interest,  or  claim  in  or  to  any  lands  acquired  under  this  act,  or  the 
waters  thereon,  or  the  products,  resources,  or  use  thereof  after  such 
lands  shall  have  been  so  acquired,  shall  be  initiated  or  perfected,  except 
as  in  this  section  provided. 

Administration  as  national  forests. 

Sec.  11.  That,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  last  preceding  sec- 
tion, the  lands  acquired  under  this  act  shall  be  permanently  reserved, 
held,  and  administered  as  national  forest  lands  under  the  provisions 
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of  section  twenty-four  of  the  act  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-one  (volume  twenty-six,  Statutes  at  Large,  page 
eleven  hundred  and  three),  and  acts  supplementary  to  and  amend- 
atory thereof.  And  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  from  time  to 
time  divide  the  lands  acquired  under  this  act  into  such  specific  Na- 
tional Forests  and  so  designate  the  same  as  he  may  deem  best  for 
administrative  purposes. 

Jurisdiction  of  States. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  jurisdiction,  both  civil  and  criminal,  over  persons 
upon  the  lands  acquired  under  this  act  shall  not  be  affected  or  changed 
by  their  permanent  reservation  and  administration  as  national  forest 
lands,  except  so  far  as  the  punishment  of  offenses  against  the  United 
States  is  concerned,  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  section  being  that 
the  State  wherein  such  land  is  situated  shall  not,  by  reason  of  such 
reservation  and  administration,  lose  its  jurisdiction  nor  the  inhabit- 
ants thereof  their  rights  and  privileges  as  citizens  or  be  absolved  from 
their  duties  as  citizens  of  the  State. 

Twenty-five  percent  of  receipts  to  States. 

Sec.  13.  That  twenty-five  per  centum  (see  Act  of  June  30,  1914;  38 
Stat.  441)  of  all  moneys  received  during  any  fiscal  year  from  each  na- 
tional forest  into  which  the  lands  acquired  under  this  act  may  from 
time  to  time  be  divided  shall  be  paid,  at  the  end  of  such  year,  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  the  State  in  which  such  national  forest  is 
situated  to  be  expended  as  the  State  legislature  may  prescribe  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public  schools  and  public  roads  of  the  county  or  counties 
in  which  such  national  forest  is  situated :  Provided,  That  when  any 
national  forest  is  in  more  than  one  State  or  county  the  distributive 
share  to  each  from  the  proceeds  of  such  forest  shall  be  proportional 
to  its  area  therein :  Provided  further,  That  there  shall  not  be  paid  to 
any  State  for  any  county  an  amount  equal  to  more  than  forty  per 
centum  of  the  total  income  of  such  county  from  all  other  sources. 

Expenses  of  commission. 

Sec.  14.  That  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
commission  and  its  members,  not  to  exceed  an  annual  expenditure  of 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.  Said  appropriation 
shall  be  immediately  available,  and  shall  be  paid  out  on  the  audit 
and  order  of  the  president  of  the  said  commission,  which  audit  and 
order  shall  be  conclusive  and  binding  upon  all  departments  as  to  the 
correctness  of  the  accounts  of  said  commission. 

CLARKE-McNARY  ACT 

Act  of  June  7,  1924  (43  Stat.  653)  ;  Sees.  563  ff.,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  forest  lands,  for  the  reforestation  of 
denuded  areas,  for  the  extension  of  national  forests,  and  for  other  purposes, 
in  order  to  promote  the  continuous  production  of  timber  on  lands  chiefly 
suitable  therefor. 
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That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed, 
in  cooperation  with  appropriate  officials  of  the  various  States  or 
other  suitable  agencies,  to  recommend  for  each  forest  region  of  the 
United  States  such  systems  of  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression 
as  will  adequately  protect  the  timbered  and  cut-over  lands  therein 
with  a  view  to  the  protection  of  forest  and  water  resources  and  the 
continuous  production  of  timber  on  lands  chiefly  suitable  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  find  that  the 
system  and  practice  of  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  pro- 
vided by  any  State  substantially  promotes  the  objects  described  in 
the  foregoing  section  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  under 
such  conditions  as  he  may  determine  to  be  fair  and  equitable  in 
each  State,  to  cooperate  with  appropriate  officials  of  each  State,  and 
through  them  with  private  and  other  agencies  therein,  in  the  protec- 
tion of  timbered  and  forest-producing  lands  from  fire.  In  no  case 
other  than  for  preliminary  investigation  shall  the  amount  expended 
by  the  Federal  Government  in  any  State  during  any  fiscal  year, 
under  this  section,  exceed  the  amount  expended  by  the  State  for  the 
same  purpose  during  the  same  fiscal  year,  including  the  expendi- 
tures of  forest  owners  or  operators  which  are  required  by  State  law 
or  which  are  made  in  pursuance  of  the  forest-protection  system  of 
the  State  under  State  supervision,  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
is  authorized  to  make  expenditures  on  the  certificate  of  the  State 
forester,  the  State  director  of  extension,  or  similar  State  official  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  cooperative  work  for  the  State  that  State  and  pri- 
vate expenditures  as  provided  for  in  this  act  have  been  made.  In 
the  cooperation  extended  to  the  several  States  due  consideration 
shall  be  given  to  the  protection  of  watersheds  of  navigable  streams, 
but  such  cooperation  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture, be  extended  to  any  timbered  or  forest-producing  lands  or 
watersheds  from  which  water  is  secured  for  domestic  use  or  irriga- 
tion within  the  cooperative  States.  (As  amended  bv  act  of  August 
13,1926  (44  Stat.  242).) 

(Authority  given  under  sees.  1  and  2,  extended  to  Territories  by  Public  Resolu- 
tions Feb.  20,  1931  (46  Stat.  1200,  1516) ) 

Sec.  3.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  expend  such  por- 
tions of  the  appropriations  authorized  herein  as  he  deems  advisable 
to  study  the  effects  of  tax  laws,  methods^  and  practices  upon  forest 
perpetuation,  to  cooperate  with  appropriate  officials  of  the  various 
States  or  other  suitable  agencies  in  such  investigations  and  in  devis- 
ing tax  laws  designed  to  encourage  the  conservation  and  growing 
of  timber,  and  to  investigate  and  promote  practical  methods  of  insur- 
ing standing  timber  on  growing  forests  from  losses  by  fire  and  other 
causes.  There  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  annually,  out 
of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  not  more 
than  $2,500,000,  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  sections  1, 2,  and  3  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  cooperate  with  the  various  States  in  the  procurement, 
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production,  and  distribution  of  forest -tree  seeds  and  plants,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  windbreaks,  shelter  belts,  and  farm  wood 
lots  upon  denuded  or  nonforested  lands  within  such  cooperating 
States,  under  such  conditions  and  requirements  as  he  may  prescribe 
to  the  end  that  forest-tree  seeds  or  plants  so  procured,  produced,  or 
distributed  shall  be  used  effectively  for  planting  denuded  or  non- 
forested  lands  in  the  cooperating  States  and  growing  timber  thereon : 
Provided,  That  the  amount  expended  by  the  Federal  Government 
in  cooperation  with  any  State  during  any  fiscal  year  for  such  pur- 
poses shall  not  exceed  the  amount  expended  by  the  State  for  the 
same  purposes  during  the  same  fiscal  year.  There  is  hereby  author- 
iLjd  to  be  appropriated  annually,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated,  not  more  than  $100,000,  to  enable 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  in  cooperation  with  appropriate  officials  of  the  various 
States  or,  in  his  discretion,  with  other  suitable  agencies,  to  assist 
the  owners  of  farms  in  establishing,  improving,  and  renewing  wood- 
lots,  shelter  belts,  windbreaks,  and  other  valuable  forest  growth,  and 
in  growing  and  renewing  useful  timber  crops :  Provided,  That,  except 
for  preliminary  investigations,  the  amount  expended  by  the  Federal 
Government  under  this  section  in  cooperation  with  any  State  or  other 
cooperating  agency  during  any  fiscal  year  shall  not  exceed  the  amount 
expended  by  the  State  or  other  cooperating  agency  for  the  same  pur- 
pose during  the  same  fiscal  year.  There  is  hereby  authorized  to  be 
appropriated  annually  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  not  more  than  $100,000  to  enable  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

(Authority  given  under   sees.  3,  4,   and  5,   above  extended  to  Territories   by 
Joint  Resolution  April  13,  1926  (44  Stat.  250) ) 

Sec.  6.  That  section  6  of  the  act  of  March  1,  1911  (Thirty-sixth 
Statutes  at  Large,  page  961),  is  hereby  amended  to  authorize  and 
direct  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  examine,  locate  and  recom- 
mend for  purchase  such  forested,  cut-over  or  denuded  lands  within 
the  watersheds  of  navigable  streams  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  neces- 
sary to  the  regulation  of  the  flow  of  navigable  streams  or  for  the 
production  of  timber  and  to  report  to  the  National  Forest  Reserva- 
tion Commission  the  results  of  such  examination;  but  before  any 
lands  are  purchased  by  the  commission  said  lands  shall  be  examined 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of 
the  Geological  Survey,  and  a  report  made  by  them  to  the  commis- 
sion showing  that  the  control  of  such  lands  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment will  promote  or  protect  the  navigation  of  streams  or  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  showing  that  such  control  will  promote  the 
production  of  timber  thereon. 
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(Authority  extended  to  Porto  Rico  by  Public  Resolution  129,  Seventy-first 
Congress  (46  Stat.  1516)) 

Sec.  7.  That  to  enable  owners  of  land  chiefly  valuable  for  the 
growing  of  timber  crops  to  donate  or  devise  such  lands  to  the  United 
States  in  order  to  assure  future  timber  supplies  for  the  agricultural 
and  other  industries  of  the  State  or  for  other  national  forest  pur- 
poses, the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  title  to  any  such  land 
so  donated  or  devised,  subject  to  such  reservations  by  the  donor  of  the 
present  stand  of  merchantable  timber  or  of  mineral  or  other  rights 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  twenty  years  as  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture may  find  to  be  reasonable  and  not  detrimental  to  the  purposes 
of  this  section,  and  to  pay  out  of  any  moneys  appropriated  for  the 
general  expenses  of  the  Forest  Service  the  cost  of  recording  deeds 
or  other  expenses  incident  to  the  examination  and  acceptance  of  title. 
Any  lands  to  which  title  is  so  accepted  shall  be  in  units  of  such  size 
or  so  located  as  to  be  capable  of  economical  administration  as  national 
forests  either  separately  or  jointly  with  other  lands  acquired  under 
this  section,  or  jointly  with  an  existing  national  forest.  All  lands  to 
which  title  is  accepted  under  this  section  shall,  upon  acceptance  of 
title,  become  national  forest  lands,  subject  to  all  laws  applicable  to 
lands  acquired  under  the  act  of  March  1,  1911  (Thirty-sixth  Statutes 
at  Large,  page  961),  and  amendments  thereto.  In  the  sale  of  timber 
from  national  forest  lands  acquired  under  this  section  preference 
shall  be  given  to  applicants  who  will  furnish  the  products  desired 
therefrom  to  meet  the  necessities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States 
engaged  in  agriculture  in  the  States  in  which  such  national  forest  is 
situated :  Provided,  That  all  property,  rights,  easements,  and  benefits 
authorized  by  this  section  to  be  retained  by  or  reserved  to  owners  of 
lands  donated  or  devised  to  the  United  States  shall  be  subject  to  the 
tax  laws  of  the  States  where  such  lands  are  located. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  to 
ascertain  and  determine  the  location  of  public  lands  chiefly  valuable 
for  stream-flow  protection  or  for  timber  production,  which  can  be 
economically  administered  as  parts  of  national  forests,  and  to  report 
his  findings  to  the  National  Forest  Reservation  Commission  estab- 
lished under  the  act  of  March  1,  1911  (Thirty-sixth  Statutes  at  Large, 
page  961),  and  if  the  commission  shall  determine  that  the  administra- 
tion of  said  lands  by  the  Federal  Government  will  protect  the  flow  of 
streams  used  for  navigation  or  for  irrigation  or  will  promote  a  future 
timbor  supply,  the  President  shall  lay  the  findings  of  the  commission 
before  the  Congress  of  the  United  States :  Provided,  That  in  condem- 
nation proceedings,  heretofore  or  hereafter  prosecuted,  for  the  acqui- 
sition of  lands  under  this  Act,  in  which  a  decree  is  entered  vesting 
title  thereto  in  the  United  States  upon  payment  of  the  award  into  the 
registry  of  the  court,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to 
make  such  payment  when  advised  by  the  Attorney  General  that  the 
proceedings  and  the  decree  are  regular. 
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Sec.  9.  That  the  President,  in  his  discretion,  is  hereby  authorized 
to  establish  as  national  forests,  or  parts  thereof,  any  lands  within 
the  boundaries  of  Government  reservations,  other  than  national  parks, 
reservations  for  phosphate  and  other  mineral  deposits  or  water-power 
purposes,  national  monuments,  and  Indian  reservations,  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  department  now  administering  the 
area  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  are  suitable  for  the  production 
of  timber,  to  be  administered  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  and  in  accordance  with  such  general  plans 
as  may  be  jointly  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Secretary  formerly  administering  the  area,  for  the  use  and  occupation 
of  such  lands  and  for  the  sale  of  products  therefrom.  That  where 
such  national  forest  is  established  on  land  previously  reserved  for  the 
Army  or  Navy  for  purposes  of  national  defense  the  land  shall  remain 
subject  to  the  unhampered  use  of  the  War  or  Navy  Department  for 
said  purposes,  and  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  re- 
linquish the  authority  over  such  lands  for  purposes  of  national  de- 
fense now  vested  in  the  department  for  which  the  lands  were  formerly 
reserved.  Any  moneys  available  for  the  maintenance,  improvement, 
protection,  construction  of  highways  and  general  administration  of 
the  national  forests  shall  be  available  for  expenditure  on  the  national 
forests  created  under  this  section.  All  receipts  from  the  sale  of  prod- 
ucts from  or  for  the  use  of  lands  in  such  national  forests  shall  be 
covered  into  the  Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts,  forest  reserve 
fund,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  in  like  manner  as  the  receipts  from 
other  national  forests  as  provided  by  existing  law.  Any  person  ayIio 
shall  violate  any  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  under  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  $500  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  one  year, 
or  both. 

McSWEENEY-McNARY  ACT 

Act  of  May  22,  1928  (45  Stat.  699),  sees.  581  a-i,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

An  Act  To  insure  adequate  supplies  of  timber  and  other  forest  products  for 
the  people  of  the  United  States,  to  promote  the  full  use  for  timber  growing  and 
other  purposes  of  forest  lands  in  the  United  States,  including  farm  wood  lots 
and  those  abandoned  areas  not  suitable  for  agricultural  production,  and  to 
secure  the  correlation  and  the  most  economical  conduct  of  forest  research  in 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  through  research  in  reforestation,  timber  grow- 
ing, protection,  utilization,  forest  economics,  and  related  subjects,  and  for  other 
purposes. 

That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  conduct  such  investigations,  experiments,  and  tests  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  under  sections  2  to  10,  inclusive,  in  order  to  determine,  dem- 
onstrate, and  promulgate  the  best  methods  of  reforestation  and  of 
growing,  managing,  and  utilizing  timber,  forage,  and  other  forest 
products,  of  maintaining  favorable  conditions  of  water  flow  and  the 
prevention  of  erosion,  of  protecting  timber  and  other  forest  growth 
from  fire,  insects,  disease,  or  other  harmful  agencies,  of  obtaining  the 
fullest  and  most  effective  use  of  forest  lands,  and  to  determine  and 
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promulgate  the  economic  considerations  which  should  underlie  the 
establishment  of  sound  policies  for  the  management  of  forest  land 
and  the  utilization  of  forest  products :  Provided,  That  in  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  cooperate 
with  individuals  and  public  and  private  agencies,  organizations,  and 
institutions,  and,  in  connection  with  the  collection,  investigation,  and 
tests  of  foreign  woods,  he  may  also  cooperate  with  individuals  and 
public  and  private  agencies,  organizations,  and  institutions  in  other 
countries;  and  receive  money  contributions  from  cooperators  under 
such  conditions  as  he  may  impose,  such  contributions  to  be  covered 
into  the  Treasury  as  a  special  fund  which  is  hereby  appropriated 
and  made  available  until  expended  as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
may  direct,  for  use  in  conducting  the  activities  authorized  by  this 
act,  and  in  making  refunds  to  contributors :  Provided  further,  That 
the  cost  of  any  building  purchased,  erected,  or  as  improved  in  carry- 
ing out  the  purposes  of  this  act  shall  not  exceed  $2,500,  exclusive 
in  each  instance  of  the  cost  of  constructing  a  water  supply  or  sanitary 
system  and  of  connecting  the  same  with  any  such  building:  Pro- 
vided further,  That  the  amounts  specified  in  sections  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8, 
and  10  of  this  act  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  up  to  and  includ- 
ing the  fiscal  year  1938,  and  such  annual  appropriations  as  may  there- 
after be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  said  sections  are 
hereby  authorized:  Provided  further,  That  during  any  fiscal  year 
the  amounts  specified  in  sections  3,  4,  and  5  of  this  act  making  pro- 
vision for  investigations  of  forest  tree  and  wood  diseases,  forest 
insects,  and  forest  wild  life,  respectively,  may  be  exceeded  to  provide 
adequate  funds  for  special  research  required  to  meet  any  serious 
public  emergency  relating  to  epidemics :  And  provided  further,  That 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  supplementing  all  other 
acts  relating  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  except  as  specifi- 
cally provided  shall  not  limit  or  repeal  any  existing  legislation  or 
authority. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  conducting  fire,  silvicultural,  and  other  forest 
investigations  and  experiments  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is 
hereby  authorized,  in  his  discretion,  to  maintain  the  following  forest 
experiment  stations  for  the  regions  indicated,  and  in  addition  to 
establish  and  maintain  one  such  station  for  the  intermountain  region 
in  Utah  and  adjoining  States,  one  in  Alaska,  and  one  in  the  tropical 
possessions  of  the  United  States  in  the  West  Indies: 

Northeastern  forest  experiment  station,  in  New  England,  New 
York,  and  adjacent  States; 

Allegheny  forest  experiment  station,  in  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey, 
Delaware,  Maryland,  and  in  neighboring  States; 

Appalachian  forest  experiment  station,  in  the  southern  Appa- 
lachian Mountains  and  adjacent  forest  regions; 

Southern  forest  experiment  station,  in  the  Southern  States; 

Central  States  forest  experiment  station,  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
Kentucky,  Missouri,  Iowa,  and  in  adjacent  States; 

Lake  States  forest  experiment  station,  in  the  Lake  States  and 
adjoining  States; 

California  forest  experiment  station,  in  California  and  in  adjoining 
States ; 
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Northern  Rocky  Mountain  forest  experiment  station,  in  Idaho, 
Montana,  and  adjoining  States; 

Northwestern  forest  experiment  station,  in  Washington,  Oregon, 
and  adjoining  States,  and  in  Alaska; 

Rocky  Mountain  forest  experiment  station,  in  Colorado,  Wyoming, 
Nebraska,  South  Dakota,  and  in  adjacent  States;  and 

Southwestern  forest  experiment  station,  in  Arizona,  and  New 
Mexico,  and  in  adjacent  States,  and  in  addition  to  establish  and 
maintain  one  such  station  for  the  intermountain  region  of  Utah  and 
adjoining  States,  one  for  Alaska,  one  in  Hawaii,  and  one  in  the  tropi- 
cal possessions  of  the  United  States  in  the  West  Indies,  and  one  addi- 
tional station  in  the  Southern  States. 

There  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  annually  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  not  more  than 
$1,000,000  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

[Amended  49  Stat.  1515)  sec.  581a,  title  16,  U.  S.  C.  The  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  is  further  authorized  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
forest  experiment  station  in  the  Great  Plains  and  Prairie  States,  to 
be  known  as  the  "Great  Plains  Forest  Experiment  Station,"  and  to 
acquire  by  purchase,  condemnation,  donation,  or  otherwise  such  real 
property  or  interest  therein  as  in  his  judgment  is  required  for  the  use 
of  said  station,  including  the  making  of  necessary  expenditures  in 
examining,  appraising,  and  surveying  any  such  property  and  in 
doing  all  things  incident  to  perfecting  title  thereto  in  the  United 
States.  There  is  authorized  to  be  appropriated  annually  such  addi- 
tional sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph.] 

Sec.  3.  That  for  investigations  of  the  diseases  of  forest  trees  and 
of  diseases  causing  decay  and  deterioration  of  wood  and  other  forest 
products,  and  for  developing  methods  for  their  prevention  and  con- 
trol at  forest  experiment  stations,  the  Forest  Products  Laboratory, 
or  elsewhere,  there  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  annually, 
out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  not 
more  than  $250,000. 

Sec.  4.  That  for  investigations  of  forest  insects,  including  gypsy 
and  browntail  moths,  injurious  or  beneficial  to  forest  trees  or  to 
wood  or  other  forest  products,  and  for  developing  methods  for  pre- 
venting and  controlling  infestations,  at  forest  experiment  stations, 
the  Forest  Products  Laboratory,  or  elsewhere,  there  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  be  appropriated  annually,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  not  more  than  $350,000. 

Sec.  5.  That  for  such  experiments  and  investigations  as  may  be 
necessary  in  determining  the  life  histories  and  habits  of  forest  ani- 
mals, birds,  and  wild  life,  whether  injurious  to  forest  growth  or  of 
value  as  supplemental  resource,  and  in  developing  the  best  and 
most  effective  methods  for  their  management  and  control  at  forest 
experiment  stations,  or  elsewhere,  there  is  hereby  authorized  to  be 
appropriated  annually,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  not  more  than  $150,000. 

Sec.  6.  That  for  such  investigations  at  forest  experiment  stations, 
or  elsewhere,  of  the  relationship  of  weather  conditions  to  forest 
fires  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  weather  forecasts,  there  is  hereby 
authorized  to  be  appropriated  annually,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  not  more  than  $50,000. 
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Sec.  7.  That  for  such  experiments  and  investigations  as  may  be 
necessary  to  develop  improved  methods  of  management,  consistent 
with  the  growing  of  timber  and  the  protection  of  watersheds,  of  for- 
est ranges  and  of  other  ranges  adjacent  to  the  national  forests,  at 
forest  or  range  experiment  stations,  or  elsewhere,  there  is  hereby 
authorized  to  be  appropriated  annually,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  not  more  than  $275,000. 

Sec.  8.  That  for  experiments,  investigations,  and  tests  with  respect 
to  the  physical  and  chemical  properties  and  the  utilization  and  pres- 
ervation of  wood  and  other  forest  products,  including  tests  of 
wood  and  other  fibrous  material  for  pulp  and  paper  making,  and 
such  other  experiments,  investigations,  and  tests  as  may  be  desirable, 
at  the  Forest  Products  Laboratory  or  elsewhere,  there  is  hereby 
authorized  to  be  appropriated  annually,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  not  more  than  $1,000,000,  and 
an  additional  appropriation  of  not  more  than  $50,000  annually  for 
similar  experiments,  investigations,  and  tests  of  foreign  woods  and 
forest  products  important  to  the  industries  of  the  United  States,  in- 
cluding necessary  field  work  in  connection  therewith. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed,  under  such  plans  as  he  may  determine  to  be  fair  and 
equitable,  to  cooperate  with  appropriate  officials  of  each  State  of 
the  United  States,  and  either  through  them  or  directly  with  private 
and  other  agencies,  in  making  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the  present 
and  prospective  requirements  for  timber  and  other  forest  products 
in  the  United  States,  and  of  timber  supplies,  including  a  determina- 
tion of  the  present  and  potential  productivity  of  forest  land  therein, 
and  of  such  other  facts  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  determination 
of  ways  and  means  to  balance  the  timber  budget  of  the  United 
States.  There  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  annually, 
out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  not 
more  than  $250,000 :  Provided,  That  the  total  appropriation  of  Fed- 
eral funds  under  this  section  shall  not  exceed  $3,000,000. 

Sec.  10.  That  for  such  investigations  of  cost  and  returns  and  the 
possibility  of  profitable  reforestation  under  different  conditions  in 
the  different  forest  regions,  of  the  proper  function  of  timber  grow- 
ing in  diversified  agriculture  and  in  insuring  the  profitable  use  of 
marginal  land,  in  mining,  transportation,  and  in  other  industries, 
of  the  most  effective  distribution  of  forest  products  in  the  interest 
of  both  consumer  and  timber  grower,  and  for  such  other  economic 
investigations  of  forest  lands  and  forest  products  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, there  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  annually,  out  of 
anv  monev  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  not  more 
than  $250,000. 

CIVILIAN  CONSERVATION  CORPS 

Act  of  June  28,  1937  (50  Stat.  319)  ;  sec.  584,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

That  there  is  hereby  established  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps, 
hereinafter  called  the  Corps,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  employ- 
ment, as  well  as  vocational  training,  for  youthful  citizens  oi  the 
United  States  who  are  unemployed  and  in  need  of  employment,  and 
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to  a  limited  extent  as  hereinafter  set  out,  for  war  veterans  and  In- 
dians, through  the  performance  of  useful  public  work  in  connection 
with  the  conservation  and  development  of  the  natural  resources  of  the 
United  States,  its  Territories,  and  insular  possessions :  Provided,  That 
at  least  ten  hours  each  week  may  be  devoted  to  general  educational 
and  vocational  training:  Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  continue  for  the  period  of  three  years  after  July  1,  1937,  and  no 
longer. 

Sec.  2.  The  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  is  authorized  to  appoint  a  Director  at  a  salary  of  $10,000  per 
annum.  The  Director  shall  have  complete  and  final  authority  in  the 
functioning  of  the  Corps,  including  the  allotment  of  funds  to  coop- 
erating Federal  departments  aiid  agencies,  subject  to  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  President  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  3.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  Act,  the  Director 
in  authorized  to  provide  for  the  employment  of  the  Corps  and  its 
facilities  on  works  of  public  interest  or  utility  for  the  protection, 
restoration,  regeneration,  improvement,  development,  utilization, 
maintenance,  or  enjoyment  of  the  natural  resources  of  lands  and 
waters,  and  the  products  thereof,  including  forests,  fish  and  wildlife 
on  lands  or  interest  in  lands  (including  historical  or  archeological 
sites) ,  belonging  to,  or  under  the  jurisdiction  or  control  of,  the  United 
States,  its  Territories,  and  insular  possessions,  and  the  several  States : 
Provided,  That  the  President  may,  in  his  discretion,  authorize  the 
Director  to  undertake  projects  on  lands  belonging  to  or  under  the 
jurisdiction  or  control  of  counties,  and  municipalities,  and  on  lands 
m  private  ownership,  but  only  for  the  purpose  of  doing  thereon  such 
kinds  of  cooperative  work  as  are  or  may  be  provided  for  by  Acts  of 
Congress,  including  the  prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires,  forest 
tree  pests  and  diseases,  soil  erosion,  and  floods:  Provided  further, 
That  no  projects  shall  be  undertaken  on  lands  or  interests  in  lands, 
other  than  those  belonging  to  or  under  the  jurisdiction  or  control  oi 
the  United  States,  unless  adequate  provisions  are  made  by  the  coop- 
erating agencies  for  the  maintenance,  operation,  and  utilization  of 
such  projects  after  completion. 

Sec.  4.  There  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  Corps  all  enrolled 
personnel,  records,  papers,  property,  funds,  and  obligations  of  the 
Emergency  Conservation  Work  established  under  the  Act  of  March 
31,  1933  (48  Stat.  22),  as  amended;  and  the  Corps  shall  take  over 
the  institution  of  the  camp  exchange  heretofore  established  and  main- 
tained, under  supervision  of  the  War  Department,  in  connection  with 
and  aiding  in  administration  of  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  work- 
camps  conducted  under  the  authority  of  said  Act  as  amended :  Pro- 
vided, That  such  camp  exchange  shall  not  sell  to  persons  not  con- 
nected with  the  operation  of  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps. 

Sec.  5.  The  Director  and,  under  his  supervision,  the  heads  of  other 
Federal  departments  or  agencies  cooperating  in  the  work  of  the 
Corps,  are  authorized  within  the  limit  of  the  allotments  of  funds 
therefor,  to  appoint  such  civilian  personnel  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary for  the  efficient  and  economical  discharge  of  the  functions  of 
the  Corps  without  regard  to  the  civil-service  laws  and  regulations.

Sec.  6.  The  President  may  order  Reserve  officers  of  the  Army  and 
officers  of  the  Naval  and  Marine  Reserves  and  warrant  officers  of  the 
Coast  Guard  to  active  duty  with  the  Corps  under  the  provisions  of 
section  37a  of  the  National  Defense  Act  and  the  Act  of  February  28, 
1925,  respectively. 

Sec.  7.  The  Director  is  authorized  to  have  enrolled  not  to  exceed 
three  hundred  thousand  men  at  any  one  time,  of  which  not  more  than 
thirty  thousand  may  be  war  veterans:  Provided,  That  in  addition 
thereto  camps  or  facilities  may  be  established  for  not  to  exceed  ten 
thousand  additional  Indian  enrollees  and  five  thousand  additional 
territorial  and  insular  possession  enrollees. 

Sec.  8.  The  enrollees  in  the  Corps  (other  than  war  veterans, 
enrollees  in  the  Territories  and  insular  possessions,  Indians,  not  to 
exceed  one  mess  steward,  three  cooks  (five  project  assistants,2)  and 
one  leader  per  each  company)  shall  be  unmarried  male  citizens  of 
the  United  States  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty-three 
years,  both  inclusive,  and  shall  at  the  time  of  enrollment  be  unem- 
ployed and  in  need  of  employment:  Provided,  That  the  Director 
may  exclude  from  enrollment  such  classes  of  persons  as  he  may 
consider  detrimental  to  the  well-being  or  welfare  of  the  Corps,  ex- 
cept that  no  person  shall  be  excluded  on  account  of  race,  color,  or 
creed:  Provided  further,  That  enrollments  shall  be  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  six  months  and  reenrollments  (except  in  the  case  of 
one  mess  steward,  three  cooks  (five  project  assistants2),  and  one 
leader  in  each  company,  and  War  Veterans)  shall  not  exceed  a  total 
term  of  two  years:  Provided  further,  That  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Director  continuous  service  by  the  enrollee  during  his  period  of  en- 
rollment shall  not  be  required  in  any  case  where  the  enrollee  attends 
an  educational  institution  of  his  choice  during  his  leave  of  absence : 
Provided  further,  That  the  Director  shall  be  authorized  to  issue  cer- 
tificates of  proficiency  and  merit  to  enrollees  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  he  may  provide :  (Provided  further,  That  any  enrollee 
may  be  discharged  for  the  convenience  of  the  Government  within 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  his  period  of  enrollment.8) 

Sec.  9.  The  compensation  of  enrollees  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
schedules  approved  by  the  President,  and  enrollees  with  dependent 
member  or  members  of  their  families  shall  be  required,  under  such 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Director,  to  make  allotments 
of  pay  to  such  dependents.  Other  enrollees  may  make  deposits  of 
pay  in  amounts  specified  by  the  Director  with  the  Chief  of  Finance, 
War  Department,  to  be  repaid  in  case  of  an  emergency  or  upon  com- 
pletion of  or  release  from  enrollment  and  to  receive  the  balance  of 
their  pay  in  cash  monthly:  Provided,  That  Indians  (and  enrollees 
in  the  Territories  and  insular  possessions  of  the  United  States  2)  may 
be  excluded  from  these  regulations:  Provided  further,  That  the 
pay  of  enrollees  shall  not  exceed  $30  per  month,  except  for  not  more 
than  ten  per  centum  who  may  be  designated  as  assistant  leaders  and 
who  shall  receive  not  more  than  $36  per  month:  Provided  further, 
That  not  to  exceed  an  additional  6  per  centum  of  such  enrollees  who 
may  be  designated  as  leaders  and  may  receive  not  more  than  $45 
per  month  as  such  leaders.

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Sec.  10.  Enrollees  shall  be  provided,  in  addition  to  the  monthly 
rates  of  pay,  with  such  quarters,  subsistence,  and  clothing,  or  com- 
mutation in  lieu  thereof,  medical  attention,  hospitalization,  and  trans- 
portation as  the  Director  may  deem  necessary:  Provided,  That 
burial,  embalming,  and  transportation  expenses  of  deceased  enrolled 
members  of  the  Corps,  regardless  of  the  cause  and  place  of  death, 
shall  be  paid  in  accordance  with  regulations  of  the  Employees'  Com- 
pensation Commission :  Provided  further,  That  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  February  15,  1934  (U.  S.  C,  1934  ed.,  title  5,  sec.  796),  relat- 
ing to  disability  or  death  compensation  and  benefits  shall  apply  to 
the  enrolled  personnel  of  the  Corps. 

Sec.  11.  The  Chief  of  Finance,  War  Department,  is  hereby  desig- 
nated, empowered,  and  directed,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Pres- 
ident, to  act  as  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  Director  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  Act :  Provided,  That  funds  allocated  to  Government 
agencies  for  obligation  under  this  Act  may  be  expended  in  accord- 
ance with  the  laws,  rules,  and  regulations  governing  the  usual  work 
of  such  agency,  except  as  otherwise  stipulated  in  this  Act :  Provided 
further,  That  in  incurring  expenditures,  the  provisions  of  section 
3709,  Revised  Statutes  (U.  S.  C,  1934  ed.,  title  41,  sec.  5),  shall  not 
apply  to  any  purchase  or  service  when  the  aggregate  amount  involved 
does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $300. 

Sec.  12.  The  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  utilize  the  services 
and  facilities  of  such  departments  or  agencies  of  the  Government  as 
he  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act, 

Sec.  13.  The  Director  and,  under  his  supervision,  the  cooperating 
departments  and  agencies  of  the  Federal  Government  are  authorized 
to  enter  into  such  cooperative  agreements  with  States  and  civil  divi- 
sions as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  utilizing  the  services  and 
facilities  thereof. 

Sec.  14.  The  Director  may  authorize  the  expenditure  of  such 
amounts  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  supplies,  materials,  and  equip- 
ment for  enrollees  to  be  used  in  connection  with  their  work,  instruc- 
tion, recreation,  health,  and  welfare,  and  may  also  authorize 
expenditures  for  the  transportation  and  subsistence  of  selected  appli- 
cants for  enrollment  and  of  discharged  enrollees  while  en  route  upon 
discharge  to  their  homes. 

Sec.  15.  That  personal  property  as  defined  in  the  Act  of  May  29, 
1935  (49  Stat,  311),  belonging  to  the  Corps  and  declared  surplus 
by  the  Director,  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  Procurement  Division, 
Treasury  Department,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  act : 
Provided,  That  unserviceable  property  in  the  custody  of  any  depart- 
ment shall  be  disposed  of  under  the  regulations  of  that  Department. 

Sec.  16.  The  Director  and,  under  his  supervision,  the  heads  of  coop- 
erating departments  and  agencies  are  authorized  to  consider,  ascer- 
tain, adjust,  determine,  and  pay  from  the  funds  appropriated  by 
Congress  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act  any  claim  arising 
out  of  operations  authorized  by  the  Act  accruing  after  the  effective 
date  thereof  on  account  of  damage  to  or  loss  of  property  or  on  account 
of  personal  injury  to  persons  not  provided  for  by  section  10  of  this 
Act,  caused  by  the  negligence  of  any  enrollee  or  employee  of  the 
Corps  while  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  employment:  Provided, 
That  the  amount  allowed  on  account  of  personal  injury  shall  be  lim- 
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ited  to  necessary  medical  and  hospital  expenses:  Provided  further. 
That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  claim  on  account  of  personal 
injury  for  which  a  remedy  is  provided  by  section  10  of  this  Act: 
Provided  further,  That  no  claim  shall  be  considered  hereunder  which 
is  in  excess  of  $500,  or  which  is  not  presented  in  writing  within  one 
year  from  the  date  of  accrual  thereof :  Provided  further,  That  accept- 
ance by  any  claimant  of  the  amount  allowed  on  account  of  his  claim 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  full  settlement  thereof,  and  the  action  of  the 
Director  or  of  the  head  of  a  cooperating  department  or  agency  upon 
such  claim  so  accepted  by  the  claimant  shall  be  conclusive. 

Sec.  17.  There  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  such  sums  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act : 
Provided,  That  no  part  of  any  such  appropriation  shall  be  used  in 
any  way  to  pay  any  expense  in  connection  with  the  conduct,  opera- 
tion, or  management  of  any  camp  exchange,  save  and  except  such 
camp  exchanges  as  are  established  and  operated,  in  accordance  with 
regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Director,  at  such  camps  as  may 
be  designated  by  him,  for  real  assistance  and  convenience  to  enrollees 
in  supplying  them  and  their  supervising  personnel  on  duty  at  any 
such  camp  with  articles  of  ordinary  use  and  consumption  not  fur- 
nished by  the  Government:  Provided  further,  That  the  person  in 
charge  of  any  such  camp  exchange  shall  certify,  monthly,  that  during 
the  preceding  calendar  month  such  exchange  was  operated  in 
compliance  therewith. 

Sec.  18.  This  Act,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  shall  take  effect 
July  1,  1937. 

FLOOD  CONTROL  SURVEY  ACT 

Act  of  June  22,  1936  (49  Stat.  1570),  as  amended  by  Act  of  August  28,  1937  (50 
Stat.  877)  ;  sees.  701  and  following,  title  16,  U.  S.  C. 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  recognized  that  destructive  floods  upon  the 
rivers  of  the  United  States,  upsetting  orderly  processes  and  causing 
loss  of  life  and  property,  including  the  erosion  of  lands,  and  impair- 
ing and  obstructing  navigation,  highways,  railroads,  and  other  chan- 
nels of  commerce  between  the  States,  constitute  a  menace  to  national 
welfare ;  that  it  is  the  sense  of  Congress  that  flood  control  on  navigable 
waters  or  their  tributaries  is  a  proper  activity  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment in  cooperation  with  States,  their  political  subdivisions,  and  locali- 
ties thereof,  that  investigations  and  improvements  of  rivers  and  other 
waterways,  including  watersheds  thereof,  for  flood-control  purposes 
are  in  the  interest  of  the  general  welfare ;  that  the  Federal  Government 
should  improve  or  participate  in  the  improvement  of  navigable  waters 
or  their  tributaries,  including  watersheds  thereof,  for  flood-control  pur- 
poses if  the  benefits  to  whomsoever  they  may  accrue  are  in  excess  of 
the  estimated  costs,  and  if  the  lives  and  social  security  of  people  are 
otherwise  adversely  affected. 

Sec.  2.  That  hereafter  Federal  investigations  and  improvements  of 
rivers  and  other  waterways  for  flood  control  and  allied  purposes  shall 
be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  and  shall  be  prosecuted  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  and  supervision  of 
the  Chief  of  Engineers,  and  Federal  investigations  of  watersheds  and 
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measures  for  run-off  and  waterflow  retardation  and  soil  erosion  pre- 
vention on  watersheds  shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  and  shall  be 
prosecuted  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  under  the  direction  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  Act  of 
Congress ;  and  that  in  their  reports  upon  examinations  and  surveys,  the 
Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  be  guided  as 
to  flood-control  measures  by  the  principles  set  forth  in  section  701a 
of  this  title  in  the  determination  of  the  Federal  interests  involved: 
Provided,  That  the  foregoing  grants  of  authority  shall  not  interfere 
with  investigations  and  river  improvements  incident  to  reclamation 
projects  that  may  now  be  in  progress  or  may  be  hereafter  undertaken 
by  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  of  the  Interior  Department  pursuant 
to  any  general  or  specific  authorization  of  law.
